Is Established 
By Works Board 


A special Board of Works Com- 
mittee has been set up within the 
Lindsay Council, In years past the 
Board of Works Committee has 
been composed of all members of 
council but last year many long 
meetings were held in the council 
chambers while councillors thresh- 
ed out Board of Works problems, 
This smaller committee will handle 
all such matters, bringing in re- 
ports and recommendations for 
council's fina] approval. 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, chair- 
man of the Board of Works, first 
Indicated that he would like such 
a committee earlier this year when 
he served notice of motion that he 
was going to ask for a committee. 
= eaking to the motion on Monday 
evening, Deputy-reeve Hick ex- 
plained that this committee would 
not In any way take any authority 
away from council. 

He sald that the committee would 
in all probability meet the week 
before council and eliminate any 
lengthy Board of Works discussion 
| in council. He said that he had in 
mind a four-man committee which 
could also direct the operations of 
the sewage disposal plant which 
was directed in 1952 by a special 
committee.

shore. Operated by John Wakely, 
jhe wasn’t around at the time, 
being occupied with moving some 
of his huts to other grounas. ‘This 
is something which is done periodi- 
cally when the area !s considerea to 
be loaded too heavily. Moving time 
for these huts is rather interesting 
in itself and it just happened that 
on the return trip to shore, Wakely 
was encountered as he towed three 
or four huts across the ice. behind 
a tractor. The small, lath-strapped 
tar paper shacks are mounted on 
sleds and glide easily across the 
ice, 

As the proprietor of a string of 
huts, Mr. Wakely explains it is 
his job to get them on location, 
supply the stove and wood and 
otherwise contribute to the com- 
fort and success of his fishing 
customers, These huts are of vary- 
ing sizes to accommodate either 
individual fishermen or parties. 
Wakely’s huts are heated by wood- 
burning equipment and, according 
to Bill Lee, Lindsay mechanic who 
hag fished off Holmes Point, they 
are very comfortable. 

A good herring catch, Mr. Wakely 
says, yields fish six to seven inches 
long with blue backs up to 14 inches 
On the day of this call perch and 
white fish were being hooked with 
the odd Jake trout seen, sometimes 
hooked, but not often caught, He 
recalled how one woman had caught 
over 30 herring when a trout came 
along took the line and snapped it. 

“Historically,” the Dept, of Lands 
and Forests says, “fishing through 
the ice on Lake Simcoe dates back 
to the time of the Huron Indians 
who cut small holes in the frozen 
surface and, shielded from the cold 
by buffalo or bearskin robes, spear- 
ed fish for food. 

“But times have since changed.” 
the department continues in a re- 
cent bulletin, “and spearing is no 
longer legal. Buffalo and bears have 
departed the district long since. 
Lake Simcoe fishermen today rely 
on little fish houses for shelter. 
Mounted on skids they can be mov- 
ed readily. They have smal! stoves 
in one corner for warmth. 

“Long an important activity for 
lakeshore residents, ice fishing has 
been gaining popularity as a sport 
in recent years, Last winter, some 
1,300 fishing shacks were counted 
over the lake. On week days they 
fre occupied mostly by local fish- 
ermen but on weekends enthusiastic 
anglers come from near and far 
to try their luck. They rent space In 
the tiny cabins and enjoy the sport 
in relative comfort.

“Lake trout,. whitefish and lake 
herring are the species most com~- 
monly taken, but perch may be 
caught in some areas and pike 
abound in Cook’s Bay at the south 
end of the lake. Burbot, or ling, 
are harvested in large numbers. 

“Biological studies carried out by 
the Department biologist reveal 
that Lake Simcoe whitefish are 
notable for their small size. They 
spawn in great numbers on the 
shoals commencing mid-November 
and mature jn from five to six 
years. Because of their slow rate of 
growth they measure but 13\ to 16 
inches in length and weigh but a 
half-pound to a pound at\that time. 
In their seventh or eighth year 
they generally attain a full pound 
or even more in weight but will sel- 
| dom exceed two pounds even’ at 
ten years of age. Perhaps their 
smaller size and firm flesh account 
for their delicious eating quality. 

“In contrast, lake trout grow 
|,rapidly in Lake Simcoe and com- 
pare favourably in growth to those 
from other Ontario waters. They 
mature in about six years and are 
then about 24 inches in length and 
about three and a half pounds in 
weight. Larger lake trout are known 
to be present but at ages exceeding 
12 years (weighing about 16 pounds) 
are not common. Most lake trout 
found on the spawning beds are 
between seven and ten years of 
age, average 24 to 30 inches in 
length and Weigh from four to seven 
pounds, 

“The better lake trout fishing 
grounds are not so easily reached as 
those for whitefisb or herring. Local 
fishermen, therefore, take more ot 
this species than do their weekend 
guests, 

“Lake herring are very abundant. 
Maturing in about three years, at 
lengths of from eight to nine tn- 
ches, they weigh from four to seyen 
ounces. By thelr seventh year, how- 
ever, they usually run better than 
@ pound. They make excellent eat- 
ing, spawn on the shoals during 
December, and while they do not 
grow as rapidly as Lake Erle her- 
ring, the Lake Simcoe product. com- 
pares favourably with those found 
elsewhere in Ontario,”

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Rural Mail Delivery Study 
eee ee 


Local Member Endorses 
> Committee To Consider 
Postal Act Amendment 


This riding’s member of parlia- 
ment has alleged that patronage in 
the awarding of rural mail contracts 
has prevailed in this region. C. W. 
Hodgson, MP for Victoria riding, 
said in the House of Commons, 
Thursday evening that he hoped 
the practice would be wiped out 
entirely and declared that some 
improvement had already been 
noted. Mr. Hodgson was speaking 
at some length to a motion which 
passed and provides for a special 
committee to be appointed to con- 
sider an amendment to the Post 
Office Act, its regulations, general 
administration and operation of the 
rural mail delivery service. The bill 
gives the committee power to send 
for persons, papers and records; to 
examine witmesses; to print its evi- 
dence and proceedings from day 
to day and to report from time to 
time its observations and opinions 
thereon. 

Mr. Hodgson’s part in the debate 
is reproduced from Hansard, official 
publication of the House of Com- 
mons and follows: 

Mr. C, W. Hodgson (Victoria): 
ir. Speaker, I should like to say a 
word on this subject because I 
represent the largest constituency in 
area in the southern part of On- 
tario. It is sparsely settled in many 
districts, and I think there are at 
least as many rural mail routes as in 
any other constituency in the pro- 
vince. I have many grievances that 
I could air, but I do not like to 
thresh old straw. I do not think 
that does any good. I have said 
before ihat I think the hiring of 
mail couriers should be done by 
he civil service commission, but 

ere would be no use of my making 
that suggestion now or bringing 
forward a resolution to that effeci 
because with the large number of 
Liberal members in the house I 
would not get very far with it. 


g 


The government has indicated the 
way it wauts to handle this matter; 
and be that as it may, it cannot 
help but be an improvement over 
the old system. I realize that it 
gives the minister much more 

2 power than previously and much 
more opportunity for patronage, but 
even at that the situation cannot 
be any worse in the future than it 
has been in the past so far as my 
viding is concerned. I think the 
minister knows something about it. 
Most of it took place before his 
term of office began. So far as 
patronage is concerned, I cannot 
find very much fault since he took 
over the portfolio. I was pleased 
when I heard the minister say that 
there was not going to be any 
favouritism or patronage as a result 
of the proposed legislation, and that 
so far as the rural mail carriers 
were concerned everything was go- 
ing to be done fairly and equitably 
as possible and for the benefit of 

> Canada as a whole. 

It i; a big problem because 
Canada is a large nation and we 
have so many diversified areas. In 
my riding we have some mail routes 
that do not go off payed roads, 
whereas in some of the more spar- 
sely settled areas the roads are 
very narrow, hilly and rocky, and 
in some places it is almost impos- 
sible to travel over them with a 
car. Some of the mail carriers have 
to keep a car for the summer and 
to provide horse-drawn vehicles in 
the winter months. 

I understand that the committee 
is going to be set up to recommend 
to the minister ways and means 
to pay the rural] mail carriers on an 
equitable and fair basis. That is 
a big job, and if the committee goes 
into every mail route in Canada it 
will not be finished its work by this 
time next year. It will have to set 
up some sort of system whereby 
it will deal with certain classes of 
roads. 

I want to say to the minister that 
I believe in my riding we have the 
best group of mail carriers in 
Canada. In fact they could not 
have any better. We have people 
who have carried the mail for 
twenty years and have never missed 
a trip winter or summer, rain or 
shine, Not one letter or parcel has 
eyer gone astray on these routes. 

I think the policy of the govern- 
ment has been that when the four- 
year contract for a mai] route ex- 
pires the contractor gets a renewal 


) provided he is satisfactory and does | 


not want any more money, How- 
ever, that has not always taken 


place. Patronage has come into the 
picture, I can cite many cases, and 

I do not have to go out of my own 
riding to do it. I hope that situation 
will be changed. When a man is 
satisfactory, does not ask for any 
more Money and can produce a 
petition signed by every mailbox 
owner on his route indicating that 
they want him to have the route, I 
hope the department will pay at- 
tention to these things and will not 
listen to the president or chairman 
of the Liberal association in a little 
corner of the riding who will only 
take the department off on a 
down-hill road that is no good for 
anybody. 

Mr. Larson: Liberal chairmen al- 
Ways listen. 

Mr. Hodgson I hope they are 
listening in my riding tonight. They 
bave been anything but fair, and I 
want to tell you that it has not done 
them any good. Every time you 
change a mail carrier don’t forget 
that there are four or five other 
applicants for the contract. When 
you pick one the other three are 
dissatisfied, and that has happened 
on 2 couple of occasions in my rid- 
In. They displeased many more 
than three. I think that is some- 
thing the minister should take into 
consideration, and I hope he will not 
be like his predecessor. 

I came to Ottawa to see his pre- 
decessor one time not so very long 
ago, and I remained here for two 
days. During that period I called 
him on the phone at least every 
hour trying to get an appointment, 
but he was too busy. I told him 
if he was too busy to see me for five 
minutes I was going to put a placard 
on my back and walk up and down 
in front of the office until he would 
see me. Then he said he could talk 
to me on the phone for a minute. 
When I put my case to him over 
the phone he said, ‘Oh, my officials, 
my officials, my officials.” 

An hon. Member: Three times? 

Mr. Hodgson: I hope the minister 
will run his department and not let 
his officials run him down the hill. 
Sometimes they are all right and 
sometimes they are all wrong. That 
is nob good for the government 
either. 

There is another matter to which 
I should like to refer. The hon. 
member for Hastings South (Mr. 
Follwell) spoke today and said that 
he had obtained extension of mail 
routes on the basis of three boxes 
to a mile. I was very glad to get 
that information, because just yes- 
terday I received a letter from the 
minister's department turning down 
@ request for service on the basis 
of three boxes to less than a mile. 
The letter said that government 
policy was four boxes to a mile. In 
the last few years I have received 
several letters from the Post Office 
Department all stating that the 
basis was four boxes to a mile. 
Therefore I say now that patron- 
age can be a bad thing, because 
apparently some ridings can get 
service on the basis of three boxes 
to a mile, 

Mr. Follwell: Mr. Speaker, would 
the hon. member permit me- 

Mr. Hodgson: You sit down. I did 
not ask you any questions. 

Mr. Follwell: On a question of 
privilege, if I may be permitted to 
speak from this side of the house, I 
am sure the hon. member will recall 
-if he will look at Hansard he will 
see it - that I sald I was of the 
opinion it was three to a mile. IT 
said I did not know how many it 
wag to the mile. I referred it to the 
Postmaster General. I did not get 
an answer from him but someone 
on the other side of the house said 
“three to a mile”. The hon. 
member immediately said that it 
was four to a mile in his consti- 
tuency. 

Mr. Cardiff: I was the one who 
made the statement, and I have 
one that is three to the mile. 

An hon. Member: Patronage! 

Mr. Hodgson: Mr. Speaker, the 
on. member for Hastings South 
(Mr. Follwell) also went back to 
something that happened in 1930; 
but look at the young gentleman. He 
doesn't remember what happened in 
1930, and I think he had to admit 
that before he finished his speech 
tonight. 

Mr. Follwell: Quite right. 

Mr. Hodgson: Nevertheless I do 
believe there are certain places

14 Applicants 
For Assessor's 
Position Here 


Assistant Maintains 
He’s Able To Handle 
Work With Helper 


Although 14 applications for the 
office of assessor have been received 
by the Lindsay council, no assessor 
has been yet appointed. Council 
members, meeting on Monday even- 
ing, divided over whether to hire 
James Ellam, present assessor's 
assistant, immediately, or to inter- 
view some of the other applicants. 
Following a lengthy discussion, the 
problem was left until next week's 
committee meeting ‘of council for 
further discussion. 

Applications to replace Alex Kil- 
Mer were received from C. Gordon 
Grose, 41, a bank accountant in 
Saint John, N. B., asking $2,800 to 
$3,000 per year; Hayden Grey, 34, 
a contractor from Port Credit, no 
experience, asking $3,000 per year; 
A. W. Jennings, and adjustor and 
appraiser from Peterborough, ask- 
ing $3,500; Ranald Smith, 51, for 
eight years assessor in Ops Town- 
ship, asking $3,000; James L. 
Maloney, 35, of Peterborough, for 
two years Douro Township assessor, 
asking $2,750; John R. Murray, of 
Lindsay, 63, no assessing experience, 
asking $2,700; John R. Murray, of- 
fice manager in a Lindsay plant, 
asking $2,900; Ray Benjamin, 27, 
accountant and tax collector from 
Wallaceburg; Thomas Pelletier, of 
Toronto, experienced assessor, no 
salary stated; James Ellam, Lind- 
say, 66 assistant assessor, asking 
$2,500; a chief assessor from a wes- 
tern Ontario city, asking $3,800; D. 
C. White, Oakville, 29, construction 
inspector, asking $3,480; H. A. Rus- 
sell, 50, of Dundalk, township asses- 
sor, asking $3,000; M. D. Tenhagen, 
Toronto, provincial and industrial 
assessor, $325 per month. 

Reeve Richard Butler was the 
first council member to comment. 
“I am a great belleyer in promoting 
our own men,” said Reeve Butler. 
“We didn’t go out of town for our 
Police Chief and I think Mr. Elam 
knows the work very well and 
should be given this opportunity 
and I so move.” Ald. Breese second- 
ed the motion. 

Ald. W. D. Stevens agreed with 
Reeve Butler and urged that Mr. 
Ellam receive the appointment. Ald. 
Harrigan observed that he had 
sympathy with that suggestion too 
but asked council members “Why 
advertise?” 

Mayor Lamb stated that he too 
was in favour of home talent but 
added that this was a heavy job. 
“The taxes are all based on the 
assessor. He is the main cog wheel 
in municipal government,” said His 
Worship. He also reminded coun- 
cillors that there had been a 
suggestion earlier that Mr. Ellam be 
appointed assessor with Mr. Kilner 
as consultant at a cost of $1,200 per 
year. 

Reeve Butler claimed that the 
system was already set up and 
would not be hard to keep operating. 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick said that 
he also agreed Mr. Ellam should 
be given considerable consideration 
“but I think these people should also 
be interviewed.” He suggested that 
some of the applicants from the 
not-too-distant points be asked to 
come to Lindsay for interviews. The 
position, he urged, should be given 
serious consideration and pointed 
out that the assessor had to handle 
appeals right through the Court of 
Revision. He suggested that a small 
committee scan the applications and 
select the more likely men who 
could come to Lindsay and meet 
council. Mayor Lamb agreed with 
this suggestion. 

Ald. Breese said that It was only 
right that counci] make certain that 
they were getting the man who 
could do the proper job but added 
that there was no reason that adver- 
tising should prevent council from 
hiring a local man. “Unless we haye 
someone considerably better,” he 
said, “the local man should be giv- 
en consideration.” 

“Does Mr. Eliam feel he can 
handle the job?” asked His Wor- 
ship. “Lots of students,” he said, 
“can do a good job while under the 
teacher but could they without a 
teacher?” He urged councillors to 
appoint the “best man you can 
get”. “This is not a boy’s job,” he 
said, “and Mr, Kilner has left the 
town in fair shape. The man who 
comes needs experience.” 

Ald. W. D, Stevens claimed that 
Alex Kilner, before leaving Lindsay, 
had clalmed that Mr. Ellam could 
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License Plates 
Run Out 28th 


With only about 35 per cent 
of Ontario’s cars wearing the 
new 1953 automobile markers, 
motor vehicle registrar J. P- 
Bickell made the customary 
extension of deadline for pur- 
chase to Feb. 28, on Monday. 
Approximately 50 per cent of 
the province’s drivers have 
renewed their driver’; permits. 


Town May License 
Drain Contractors, 
Committee Checking 


A special Board of Works; com- 
mittee will look into the advisability 
of licensing drain contractors. Mon - 
day night’s meeting of council 
heard a request from a Lindsay man 
asking for such a licence. Members 
decided to leave the matter in the 
hands of the special committee 
named to direct the operations of 
the sewage disposal plant and to act 
as an advisory committee on the 
Board of Works. 

Fred Saville, a former employee 
of the Board of Works, made appli- 
cation for a licence, stating that if 
granted a drain contractor’s li- 
cence, he would undertake to leave 
plans of all private drains with the 
town engineer. C. N. Strachan, 
engineer, stated that a drain con- 
tractor was needed in the town. He 
said that at present there were very 
few persons who could be called 
to work on private drains and any 
repairs or installations fell to the 
Board of Works who did not need 
to do such work. Plumbers, he said, 


seem anxious to tackle it. 
Mayor Lamb asked about another 
Lindsay man who installs private 
drains. Mr. Strachan said that he 
would suggest that the town adopt 
a@ policy whereby all persons who 
instal drains would be licensed. He 
stated that there had been a “great 
deal of very poor sewer work” done 
in the town and suggested that 
licensing may be the only way to 
“mow what is going on”. 

His Worship wondered why @ 
licence was necessary. Mr, Strachan 
stated that when a house is being 
built, plumbers, who have to be 
licensed, instal the plumbing, then 
any amateur can instal the drain 
from that licensed plumbing to the 
street line and later the sewer. 

Ald. Harrigan wondered if a 
licence would create a monopoly. 
Mr. Strachan stated that this had 
never been suggested and added 
“That is not the purpose of licens- 
ing.” | 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, chair- 
man of the Board of Works, sug- 
gested that a by-law would have to 
be drawn up and asked that the 
special committee of the Board of 
Works be allowed to study the 
Proposal. Ald. McQuarrie recalled 
the case in which a Lindsay home 
had been flooded because the drain 
was not installed properly. 
He stated that he thought it a good 
idea to license drain contractors. 

The matter of licensing was left 
in the hands of the advisory com- 
mittee of the Board of Works with 
authority to bring a by-law to 
council if deemed advisable.

Lindsay is going to have another 

bug service. Lindsay Council has 
accepted an offer from a Lindsay 
man to operate a bug service in 
Lindsay to replace the service 
that allegedly left last month 
without notifying council or 
citizens in general.

those: trucks can block traffic.” 
Reeve Butler explained that it was 
impossible for freight to be un- 
loaded at the rear of the store. 

Ald. John L, Baker noted his 
agreement with Reeve Butler's sug- 
gestion that York be a one-way 
street. 

Mayor Lamb claimed that the 
traffic situation on Russell Street 
W. was worse. Reeve Butler stated 
that since parking was allowed only 
on one side of Russell Street, two 
cars could meet. Some members of 
council disagreed and said that two 
cars could not meet opposite a park- 
ed car on Russell Street. 

Ald. W. S. W. Breese suggested 
that “U” turns be forbidden at Kent 
and Lindsay Streets during rush 
hours. Council members noted that 
a@ police officer was now at this 
intersection during rush hours to 
direct traffic. Ald. Breese then 
stated that this arrangement was 
satisfactory, 

Deputy-reeve Hick urged that 
York be made a one-way street 
from Peel to Russell and Ald. Mc- 
Quarrie, after asking what the 
meter income was on this street, 
suggested that the meters be taken 
out and no parking permitted if 
the loss was not too great. He, like 
His Worship, wished to see two- 
way traffic. Deputy-reeve Hick 
stated that parking was already a 
problem in Lindsay and urged that 
the parking be permitted if pos- 
sible, 

Members of council then noted 
that other places, Toronto, Montreal 
and New York, had one-way streets 
and they were working satisfactor- 
ily. Ald. Maidens suggested that 
Lindsay get up to date with a one- 
way street. 

Deputy-reeye Hick introduced a 
resolution calling for a by-law to 
make York Street one-way, with

Warn Government 
Tax Policies 
Causing Concern 


The government has been warn= 
ed that its tax policies are caus- 
ing “concem and alarm” across 
the country, : 

The Canadian Institute of Char- 
tered Accountants and the Canad~ 
fan Bar Association has presented 
a joint brief to Finance Minister 
D. CG. Abbott and Revenue Minister 
J. J. McCann. 

The brief says the tax policies 
are disrupting business in the 
country and causing what it calls 
“unfortunate repercussions” am~= 
ong all classes of the community. 

The lawyers and accountants 
particularly scored the goyernment 
for its procedure of taxing business 
on their receipts rather than on 
their profits. 

The brief also calls for the re- 
moval of the “discriminatory” tax 
treatment of married persons and 
for relief for persons paying into 
retirement pensions. 

The government was also-criticiz- 
ed for making a taxpayer settle a 
disputed tax before he has filed his 
objection. The brief says this 
should be held until the dispute is 
settled. Then, if it is settled in the 
taxpaper's favor, the government 
should pay interest on any tax over= 
paid__BUP. ’

NEITHER FARMER NOR CONSUMER 
WILL APPRECIATE IT 


If the price of butter advances in Canada as a 
result of the Federal Government's action last week 
in prohibiting sale from its reserve stocks it is pos- 
sible that neither the farmer nor the consumer will 
appreciate it In the long run. 

The dairy farmer stands to lose by the maneuver 
because If butter advances in price the marketing of 
butter substitutes will tend to be favorably influenced. 
In other words, butter sales may decline sharply and 
substitute sales soar. This could have the effect of 
depressing the price of butter to a level which would 
not be compensated for by the temporary increase 
the move might bring about. Such a circumstance 
could be created by reason of the fact that reduced 
butter sales would increase government holdings sub- 
stantially thus diminishing the goyernment’s chances 
of selling it even at the floor price it has established. 

The consumer will not appreciate paying a higher 
price than can honestly be shown to be necessary to 
the economic health of the dairy industry and may 
therefore be inclined, through necessity rather than 
desire, to turn to the lower-priced butter substitute. 

{i would thus appear that the freezing of govern- 
ment stocks of butter when they are at a high level 
is a maneuver fraught with danger to the dairy in- 
dustry. The best place for butter is on the consumer's 
table so that a continuing demand will ensure pro- 
ducers an expanding market. 

Butter is an excellent product and Canadian people 
are very attached to it, They probably prefer it to 
any substitute product but price in relation to butter 
is just as much a factor in determining ite saleability 
as in any other commodity. With this in mind would 
it not appear to be in the dairy farmer's best interests 
to see that this product of his industry is marketed 
at the best possible figure? And, we might add, with 
the least possible interference by governments or other 
agencies ? 


AN INCREASING NUMBER 
OF BUS ACCIDENTS.... 


Reports in the press in recent days have indicated 
an alarming increase in the number of bus accidents 
in Ontario. Several incidents have been reported 
wherein buses have left the road with injury to pas- 
sengers and usually extensive damage to the bus. 
Fortunately fatalities have been few but this in no 
way lessens the need for a thorough investigation and 
preventitive action. 

Buses in Ontario travel at extremely high speeds 
considering that they are public conveyances and con- 
trolled by but a single man, People who have had 
occasion to ride on buses no doubt have often felt 
that it would be in the interests of public safety if 
schedules and speed limits were revised to permit a 
rate of travel more in keeping with all the other 
factors related to transportation by bus. 


HYDRO BOOST COMES AS A SHOCK 


The increase in hydro rates which is to be applied 
here shortly came as a shock when announced last 
It is regarded as one more demand on the 
pocketbooks of the consuming public which they can 
ill afford to pay. However, since the Lindsay Hydro 
Commission claims it is necessary to meet commit- 
ments and carry on on an economicaly sound basis, 
there doesn’t appear to be any alternative but to pay up. 
Nevertheless the power consuming public will no doubt 
expect the Commission to make every effort in the 
future to exercise the utmost care in capital expendi- 
tures so as to effect a reduction in rates. as quickly 
as possible, 

Pxactly what will accrue as a result of the in- 
creased rates for hydro is not immediately foreseeable 
although it appears possible they may have the effect 
of reducing power consumption. This in turn may 
ultimately have an adverse effect on the Commission's 
economics, The new rates may also influence the 
cost of living in ways other than by their direct impact 

. they may force an upward revision of prices in 
commodities which is anything but desirable. 

It is surprising that such a sharp increase in

hydro rates has been necessary and no doubt the, 


people who have to foot the bills will be anxious to 
hear of possible future reductions brought about by 
the practice of stringent economy within the orb of 
hydro, 

It should be noted in passing that the increase in 
rates is, the Commission here explains, not entirely 
of its own doing. They have been notified by the 
Ontario Commission that wholesale power rates were 
going up and this ereated. part of the need for an 
inerease, On the other hand, local expenditures in- 
volving the installation of a new sub-station, renoya- 
tion of offices and reconditioning of another sub- 
station, ete., are also acknowledged to be causative 
actors 

It is relatively easy to find reasons for advancing 
the cost of any service or commodity but it is infin- 
itely harder to find ways and means of keeping the 
cost down which, after all, is the soundest procedure.

Just before leaving the house this morning a 
Toronto radio announcer was heard advising motorists 
to keep their windshields clear for better vision and 
safer driving. This is excellent advice but it’s be- 
coming increasingly difficult to follow, especially with 
the stepped-up tempo of modern transportation, One 
can wipe their car windshield clean before leaving on 
a trip and after meeting the first car or truck travel- 
ling at high speed, it is as bad as ever again. It 
seems that modern car manufacturers have thought 
about practically everything for the motorist’s driving 
comfort except how to protect him from the blinding 
spray of passing vehicles. Why doesn’t someone go 
to work on this litle problem?

The statistical method, the adop- 
tion as a first principle, “The greatest good for the 
greatest number’ is used to justify hardship and 
injustice inflicted on particular individuals. 

It is not claimed that the minority should be per- 
mitted to govern the majority, but that we should 
be reluctant to lay down hard and fast rules on the 
basis of majority opinion, It is not impossible that 
the minority have as much right and justice on their 
side as have the majority. They certainly have the 
right to be heard.—Truro Daily News

The treas- 
urer's report was read and adopted, 
and Mrs, Consky reminded the 
members that she stil had member- 
ship cards which had not been 
picked up, belonging to paid-up 
members.

Norman Roberts, read a letter sign- 
ed by the secretary and president 
which had been sent in reply to an 
open letter to the Home and School, 
published in a local newspaper. 

The president read a letter from 
Mrs, Mabel Taylor, the Ontario 
Federation president, concerning 
the International Conference on 
Ohildren and Youth held last Nov- 
ember when for five days persons 
from 23 nations discussed “better 
ways to serve the world’s children.” 
The Congress was described as a 
national service group for child- 
ren, “It is a service that begins 
when each of our member associa- 
tions act to meet the needs of the 
children of its community — a ser- 
vice that spreads naturally and in- 
evitably to help all children every- 
where,”

sed the Importance of visits to the 
dentist at an early age, urging the 
parents to make full use of the blue 
dental cards which the children 
will bring home shortly from school 
to be filled out. 

Vice president, Mr. Ken Plourde; 
introduced a motion that the Home 
and School Association send a reso- 
lution. to the Municipal Counci] re- 
questing them to study ways and 
means of more adequate road care

In answer 
to his request a Nursing Station was 
organized in Wilberforce and from 
that stemmed the idea of Red Cross 
Outpost Hospitals, There are now

Miss Singer said that “we should 
be proud of the new Nurses’ Home 
in Haliburton, which will now com- 
fortably house the staff and also af- 


ford a place for meetings and for 
the work of a Red Cross Woman's 
Auxiliary, which is so needed here.” ~ 
She stressed the need for sewing 
to be done here, that the linens 
for the hospital should be sewn and 
repaired by Haliburton people, and 
requested understanding and moral 
support for the hospital staff. 

She emphasized “the need for 
us to be progressive in our thoughts 
and actions” and stressed that each 
must do his share to help in the 
Red Cross Society here, that the 
work must not be left to a faithful 
few, and that everyone who gives 
a dollar at the time of the cam- 
paign becomes a member of the Red 
Cross. ‘

The annual meeting of the Lind- 
say and Victoria County branch of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society was 
held Friday evening at the Red 
Cross Headquarters on Cambridge 
Street North.

After a prayer by the secretary, 
Rev, P. ©. Reed, treasurer, Mr, G, 
W. Keith reported that the year's 
receipts had been $8,001.28 and ex- 
penditures $6,821.53, leaving @ 
substantial balance of $1,179.75. 

President Battersby reported 
busy year of service in the Lindsay 
branch. Some of the things he men- 
tioned were the Loan Cupboard, 
which handles the loaning of wheel 
chairs and many other sickroom 
supplies; Home nursing classes of 
which there are 18 graduates; for 
the Blood Transfusion service of 
the Red Cross this branch provided 
some 1,600 dressings; sewing and 
knitting of 1279 articles, by work 
groups at Cameron, Bobcaygeon, 
Fenelon Falls, Mariposa, S, S. Eldon,

Q How can I prevent sticking 
dresser drawers? ‘ 

A. Sandpaper and yarnish the 
(the edges of sticking dresses draw- 
ers. The varnish will keep them 
from swelling and shrinking. It is 
a good idea to varnish or paint the 
inside of the drawers also. 

Q. How can I thoroughly clean 
a tobacco pipe? 

‘A. Soak the pipe in cold coffee 
for an hour, cleaning out the stem 
with pipe cleaners, The coffee will 
soften the caked material in the 
bowl, which may then be pried 
loose with a blunt instrument. Stale 
pipes can always be cured with 
this treatment. 

Q. How can I polish tan shoes 
that have scuffed toes? : 

A. Try painting the scuffed spots 
with iodine and then polishing as 
usual, 

Q. How can I re-glue the joints” 
of furniture? 

A. The old glue which clogs the- 
wood pores of joints to be re-glued 
prevents the new glue from setting 
firmly. When this happens, steam 
the surface of the part to be glued 
with a damp cloth and a hot iron. 
The joint will then be in excellent 
condition for the application of 
fresh glue. 

Q. How can I clean ivory knife 
handles? 

A. By rubbing gently with fine 
emery or sandpaper; polish with a 
clean chamois. Lemon juice and 
salt is also excellent; rub well with 
lemon juice first and then salt, or 
use a half lemon dipped in salt.

It was in the 
summer of 1929 that a distinguished 
Canadian horticulturist, Dr. Henry 
Moore, of Islington, a graduate of 
Royal Botanical Gardens and the 
first Canadian to receive an As- } 
sociateship of Honour from the | 
Royal Horticultural Society of Great | 
Britain, was aboard a train 
eastern Canada, amid rumor of 
European unrest and disturbance, 
which were being broadcast on 
every side. He was. contemplating | 
with satisfaction upon the good 
fortune of living In a land which 
was at peace with its neighbour. 

“The train halted for some mo- 
ments and upon looking out he 
noted that it was standing on the 
great International Peace bridge | 
which extends from Fort Erie, | 
Canada, to Buffalo, USA. and) 
was at that moment astride the 
imaginary line. The idea flashed 
across his mind “why not a gar- 
den, half in Canada and half in 
US., to commemorate the 115 years 
of peace between two great na- 
tions?” and ‘thus proclaim to the 
world that international friendship 
is a possibility, even an accomplish- 
ed fact. At that moment the Inter- 
national Peace Garden idea had its 
birth. 

“In a short time he introduced 
the matter at a convention of the 
National Association of Gardeners, 
of USA. held in Toronto, and it 
was heartily endorsed by that body. 
It was placed before the govern- 
ments of Canada, United States 
North Dakota and Manitoba, who 
also endorsed it. Soon the Inter- 
national Peace Garden Inc’. was 
formed under the laws of the State 
of New York and an International 
Committee of 50 elected to carry on 
the work. Three were appointed to 
choose the site. Many sites were 
offered and viewed but that of 
Turtle Mountain Plateau on the 
49th latitude between Manitoba and | 
Dakota was finally chosen in 1931, 
Many factors contributed to {ts 
selection. It is only a few miles 
from the exact centre of the North 
American Continent. Its scenic 
beauty is hard to surpass, they tell 
us from June 15th to July 4th {t's a 
mass of beautiful rose bushes, wild 
life abounds within its area and 
it Is said that there is a greater 
variety of song birds there than 
anywhere else on the continent, The 
soil is excellent for gardening and 
there are many kinds of wild shrung 
trees and small fruit. This site was 
inspected June 2nd, 1931 and land 
comprising 2,300 acres three miles 
by one mile, on either side of the 
border 888 acres on the American 
side in North Dakota, the rest on 
the Canadian side in Manitoba.

' Going To Show 
When Explosion 
Sets House Afire 


» 


A dramatic rescue took place at 


the farm home of Mr, and Mrs. Glen | 


G. Bagshaw at Udora on Saturday 
night. Taking part in the rescue 
made necessary when fire broke out 
in the home were three married 
sisters, two of them recently out 
of hospital. Udora is about eight 
miles nothwest of Sunderland in 
Georgina Township. 

One woman dragged her uncon- 
scious sister from the burning 
house out into the 7 below zero tem- 
perature. Another sister sounded 
the fire alarm. 

Glen Bagshaw, owner of the 
house, was trapped on the second 
Noor while trying to remove some 
personal belongings but smashed a 
window with his fist and Jumped 
20 feet on to a mattress in his bare 
Teet. 

Mrs. Bagshaw’s sisters — Mra. 
Isobe] Hall and Mrs. Ernest Row- 
land—live next door to the Bag- 
shaw home. When the fire broke 
out they ran to save furniture and 
clothing. 

Mrs. Hall. who had spent some 
time in hospital only a month ago, 
ran into the smoke-filled living 
room and started to pull out a small 
table. 

After a time Mrs. Rowland dis- 
covered her sister had not come 
out of the burning house. She ran 
in and found her lying on the floor 


overcome by smoke. Grabbing her | 


under the shoulders, Mrs. Row- 
land pulled her outside. 

Mrs. Bagshaw, who is recuperating 
from a serious operation, was tak- 
en to her mother’s home soon after 
the fire broke out. She helped res- 
cue some of the family belongings 
but it was feared the excitement 
would upset her. 

A telephone operator at Peffer- 
law who relayed the fire alarms 
sounded by Mrs. Bagshaw to the 
Sutton and Sunderland fire bri- 
gades reported that the Sunderland 
brigade refused to answer the call. 

Mrs. Harold Thompson said she 
was informed that the Sunderland 
fire department couldn't leave the 
Village without permission of Reeve 
Fred Lamb, who couldn't be located.

FARM NEWS 


Says Canadians Want 
Benefit By Selling 
To Britain 


Agriculture Minister James Gar- 
diner says that Canadians will not 
benefit by selling more farm pro- 
ducts to Britain. 

The minister told the annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Federat- 
ion of Agriculture in Victoria that 
farmers are getting the highest re- 
turns by selling their products at 
home. 


Gardiner says that prices are de- 
pressed in the United Kingdom 
and that the Canadian market is 
consuming nearly all current farm 
production. He quoted prices that 
Britain pays other countries fot! 
farm goods and compared them 
with domestic prices. 

The Agriculture Minister saye 
the Canadian price for bacon is 42 
cents a pound. Britain pays Den- | 
mark 35-cents. Butter is 58-cents 
at home. But Britain pays New 
Zealand 36-cents. Cheese is 38- 
cents here. New Zealand is paid 21, 
Eggs are 61 cents a dozen against 
Denmark's 46. 

Gardiner announced that Can- 
adian wheat growers will receiv> 
35-cents more per bushel for some 
12-milllons bushels being sold out- 
side the International Wheat Agree- 
ment. 

He also indicated that the Federal 
Government may raise the egg floor 
price from its present level of 38- 
cents a dozen. but he did not 
disclose what the new price would 
be. 


Butter Stocks Up 

The stocks of creamery butter 
are higher now than last year. The 
Bureau of Statistics reports that 
stocks total close to 32-million 
pounds compared to last year’s 24- 
million. 

Average Farm Income, 

The Department of Revenue re- 
ports that farmers earned an av- 
erageukncome of 37-hundred dollars 
in 1950 ---about 700 dollars higher 
than the national average, 

The report places farmers behind 
consulting engineers and architects, 
doctors and lawyers, pensioners and 
entertainers. 

But (hey rank ahead of nurses, 
schoo] teachers, and small business 
operators. 

The average income for farmers 
of 37-hundred dollars is based on 
the earnings of 37-thousand farm- 
ers. In the previous year, farmers 
averaged 38-hundred dollars,

There are no oponsored teams nor 
does the Galt organization allow 
any advertising of any kind on the 
uniforms. In order to raise funds 
to carry on, each boy pays $2 for 
the year. This gives each boy & 
sense of belonging and he takes 
More interest in his league. The 
finances are also helped by the 
police and firemen who stage an 
annual game, the entire proceeds 
going to the kids’ hockey. The ban- 
tam and midget games are played 
Saturday mornings and the juv- 
eniles play Monday nights at the 
arena. The junior “B” and junior 
“a” teams are feeling the benefit 
of such a fine hockey organization 
and already the graduates are tak- 
ing their places in the higher ser- 
ies, 

Past president W. F. Fulton and 
President H, B. Coleman are keenly 
interested in the Galt kids. Along 
with Tom Blair, they find time to 
act as scorekeepers, timekeepers, 
managing, and equipment custod- 
ians. The public-spirited men of 
Galt who take an active interest in 
the league are Police Chief R. J.

Another great kids’ hockey organ- 
ization can be found in Midland, 
where that mighty champion of 
Kids’ activities, Rev. Len Self, can 
be found every Saturday morning 
supervising the Midland little NHL.

Some 275 boys take part in the 
hockey program which is played in 
the Midland arena evéry Saturday 
morning. Sponsorship of the lea- 
gue belongs to the Midland Lion’s 
club, which pays out about $800 
each year for their league. 

Some money for the operation of 
the league is realized by the league 
Playoffs and also from the Lion 
Bill McArthur “Old Times Night,” 
on Feb. 7, when the retired NHL 
stars play the local junior team.

Bed Rest For the Common Cough 

Now. that physicians are cutting 
down on the amount of bed rest for 
heart disease and advising arm- 
chair rest with bathroom privileges, 
some may have the tdea that this 
is to make more hospital beds avail- 
able for those acutely ill Though it 
may make more beds available, the 
real purpose. is that there can 
really be too much hed rest, which 
slows up the circulation, interferes 
wtih digestion, and often causes 
constipation. 

Because leas bed rest is advised in 
serious ailments and following op- 
eration, many of us think that in 
the matter of the common cold no 
bed rest i; needed or advisable. 
However, the old-time advice to 
get bed rest immediately when 
attacked by a cold is still,best, as it 
gives the natural forces protecting 
the body a chance to do their best 
work, if the strength of the body 
is not being used for other pur- 
poses. In other words, when treat- 
ment is prolonged, more than a 
few days, too much bed rest is not 
advisable. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association in answer to 
the question of the need of bed rest 
and the use of antibiotics (disease 
fighters) in treatment of the com- 
mon cough, we read: 

“Since there is no effective method 
of preventing the common cold, the 
same equally true of the common 
cough; however, there are a num- 
ber of general measures useful in 
treatment of cough. The value of 
bed rest early in the course of the 
common cold and the cough, pre- 
sent or following it, is shown by the 
fact that bed rest causes the cough

of filtering the blood. 

Dr. Percheson who ig the anes=- 
thetist with the Moose Jaw Clinic 
calls attention to the report of 
Dr.. T. L. Hyde, who found these 
remnants or tags in 68 per cent of 
1000 tonsillectomized _ patients 
picked at random, most of whom 
thought that their surgeon was @ 
specialist. - 

It 1g admitted that removal of 
tonsils presents difficulties (small 
space in which to work, small moutis 
or receding jaw, and danger of 
bleeding). Because of thece consid- 
erations, Dr. Perchesou states; that 
even specialists approach the re~ 
moval of tonsils with a great deal 
of trepidation, especially when tho 
method of anesthesia docs not in- 
sure them of minute to minute 
control of the patient and the com= 
plications of the operation. 

An outline of method of anes- 
thesia is given, using a quieting 
drug an hour before operation and 
a special apparatus combining cere 
tain anesthetizing drugs is present- 
ed. 


to subside and sometimes disappear 
completely. 

“The air should be kept moist 
and moderately warm. Warm molst 
air soothes the impulse to cough, 
whereas hot dry air may proyoke 
and prolong the cough.” 

As stated before, when there is 
mucus in back of nose and in the 
throat, the use of a medicine to 
“loosen up” this mucus is the pro- 
per treatment, but when there 1s 
little or no mucus, the cough just 
of a hacking nature, a drug to quiet 
or prevent cough is advisable. For 
this reason the advise is to use 
these quieting drugs only if absolu- 
tely necessary to maintain the 
patient’s strength. 

Opiates and atropine actually in- 
crease the “stickiness,” thereby add- 
ing to the difficulty of loosening up 
and getting rid of the mucus. The 
tiny litle hairs lining the throat 
gradually move mucus outward if 
no quieting drug is used. 

What about bed rest for the com- 
mon cough? It is known that when 
lying down, throat at horizontal 
position, the tiny hairs (cilia) in’ 
the throat moye the mucus forward 
and outward twice as fast as when 
the patient is sitting up (in vertical 
Position). For this reason, the bed 
rest is advisable in the treatment 
of the common cough. 

When the cough is usually severe, 
the use of the germ killing drugs 
(the antibjotics), penicillin and 
others, may be used effectively. 


Removing Tonsils Requires 
Skill -and Experience 

“Tonsillectomy and adenoidec- 
tomy (removal of tonsils and 
adenoids) have erroneously been 
considered relatively minor oper- 
ations. They are undertaken by all 
categories of the medical profession, 
from ths general practitioner, to 
the general surgeon. In smaller 
centers with “open” hospitals, very 
few of these cases are referred to 
the otolaryngologist (ear and 
throat specialist).” 

I am quoting Dr. P. B. Percheson, 
of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, in 
the Canadian Medical Association 
Journal. 

Many. readers may have the idea 
that removing the tonsils is a simple 
method of peeling out the tonsils, 
like removing the kernel] from a nut, 
and removing adenoids is simply 
scraping out soft spongy tissue from 
back part of nose and throat. 

Still further, many readers, and 
some physicians, believe that the 
danger of leaving suspected tonsils 
and adenoids in throat is not 
serious and many operations are 
performed unnecessarily. They 
point to the fact that tonsils and 
adenoids disappear naturally at or 
before puberty and in the case of 
the tonsils, particularly, actually 
prevent infection as the tonsils are 
natural filterers of the blood. 

These operations are oriticized 
because they are often performed 
by physicians who are not special- 
ists and many patients are left with 


The Reducing Diet 

In prescribing a reducing diet, 
the physician hes to- consider the 
make-up of the patient, whether he 
or she will faithfully follow the 
die and not take an odcasional 
smack or candy. He also has to 
consider the physical condition of 
the overweight as to heart and kid- 
nieys, how long he can cut down the 
food intake and how long the ree 
ducing diet must be taken to ob=- 
tain results. 

Reducing or reduction diets start 
as low 8s 200 calories a day, for, 
‘of course, just 2 few days, or they 
may be as high as 1,500 to 2,000 cal- 
orfes in strong individuals doing 
hard physical work whose daily 
food needs run from 3,000 to 4,000 
calories. In the great majority of 
cases of overweight, physicians 
lhaye found that the 1,200 calorie 
diet is a “safe” diedt. 

I have given 1,200 calorie dista 
suggested by Dr. Harry Gauss, San- 
ford Blum, and Jean Bogert, ell 
United States nutrition authorities, 
It might be a change to consider 
the 1,200 calories daily diet of Dr. 
R. I. S. Bayliss in his book “Prace 
tical Procedures in Clinical Medi- 
cine.” Dr. Bayliss is Medical Tutor 
and Senior Medical Registrar, Post- 
graduate Medical School of Lon-_

BUP—Three R-C-A-F recruits have 
pleaded guilty to stealing an eight 
thousand dollar payroll from the 
R-O-A-F station at North Bay.

boxes to a mile. As a matter of fact 
there is a place in my riding where 
J would like to get a route at three 
boxes a mile. That is desirable 
where elderly persons live, especially 
when the mail. courier is willing to 
deliver that mail without any addi- 
tional cost. It is something that 
should be considered. 

I-am not in favour of this bill 
having to do only with contracts 
under $1,000. If you are golng to 
give the minister a bit of leeway, 
well, give him some leeway. Why 
stop at $1,000? Make it something 
worth while because most mail 
routes are over $1,000. 

Mr. Cote (St Jean-Iberville- 
Naplerville): If my hon. friend will 
allow me, I think there Is @ little 
confusion. We intend to do exactly 
what he desires, to readjust con- 
tracts not only under $1,000 but all 
contracts except those covered by 
section 23. 

Mr. Hodgson: I am glad to have 
that explanation because over at 
Beaverton last September they took 
the mail contract away from the 
fellow who had had it for sixteen 
years. He never missed a trip end 
never lost a letter, but they gave 
it to another fellow on a contract at 
practically the same price. The 
fellow who had it for sixteen years 
had it sixteen years too long at 
the price he was being pald; and the 
fellow who got it last September has 
lad it too long at the price he is 
getting. I am going to have a talk 
with the minister about a little 
increase for that’ fellow, because I 
certainly think he needs it. 

There has been a new set-up for 
mail distribution in about one-third 
of my riding since the minister took 
over his office. I want to say that 
Wwe appreciate that very much. It is 
something I have been after for five 
Jong years, but I never got any 
place until we got the genial min- 
ister in the proper chair in the 
proper job. He got busy and did 
something about it, and we have 
a better mail service in one-third of 
my riding than we have had since 
confederation. 

There ate some more improve- 
ments that should be made, and 
I spoke to the minister about them. 
He said that I should get the mat- 
ter in’shape and come over and talk 
to him about it. The improvements 
@re not going to cost any more 
money; there are just a few things 
that could be shaped up. When we 
get this bill through the house, get 
this legislation set up, and have 
all the information and advice that 
the committee can give, we will be 
able to chat about these things and 
probably get around to doing some- 
thing about them. 

I did want to go into deliveries 
of mail in the towns, and I was 
wondering how it would be set up. 
Is it to be according to the popu- 
lation of the towns, or revenue, or 
just what will it be when we get 
the two deliveries a day? For in- 
stance, in the town of Lindsay we 
had two deliveries until recently. 

Mr. Speaker: Order. The commit- 
tee is being set up to consider the 
operation of the rural mail detlvery 
service. I do not think the commit- 
tee would have power to go into clty 
deliveries, and in any event this 
resolution does not affect delivery 
within cities. 

Mr. Hodgson: Mr. Speaker, I abide 
by your ruling.

Mitchum Builds 
a House Car 


A British United Press Feature 

Movie stars have built everything 
from houses to furniture, but Robert 
Mitchum claimed today he has the 
topper --- a house car. 

For the last four years, Mitchum 
has been building a contraptiou 
that isn’t exactly a trailer, like the 
cnes hitched onto the family car. 

His is a motorized arrangement. 
much the same as a bus converted 
into living quarters. 

It was a hobby with Mitchum. 
And by now, as he says, the house 
car boasts everything but a port- 
able fireplace and he’s working on 
that idea right now. 

Back in 1949 Mitchum got the 
idea for such a rig. He first acquired 
a high-speed truck chassis. Then he 
conferred with an architect who 
specialized in trailer building. 

The designing alone took more 
than’ six months. The house com- 
partment was built as a separate 
unit, to be fitted later on the chas- 
sis. 

But when time came for putting 
the two together, a major engineer- 
ing Issue arose. How was the actor 
to life the elaborate body onto the 
undercarriage? Mitchum consulted 
his boss, producer Howard Hughes, 
who knows a thing or two about 
machinery. The problem was solved 
with the aid of a giant crane.

Electric Hot-beds Better, 
Cost Less than Old Type 


Either Electric Cable, or Lamps Can Be Used to Heat Hot-bed 


Because of the small expense 
and greater efficiency of an elec- 
tric hot-bed, few are now heated 
by stable manure, as in the past. 
Among the many adyantages of 
the electric kind are cleanliness, 
Jack of unpleasant odor, even and 
lasting heat. 

By equipping a cold frame with 
an electric heating cable, or heat- 
ing it with lamps, the amateur 
obtains most of the benefits of a 
greenhouse at a fraction of its 
cost. It can be placed close to the 
house, where attention during 
cold weather will involve a mini- 
mum of discomfort. 

So small a quantity of heat is 
necessary to keep temperatures 
in a hot-bed above the danger 
point in spring, it is usually less 
expensive to use electricity for 
this purpose, than the traditional 
manure. 

With an inexpensive thermo- 
stat, the heat is turned on or off 
according to the need; and the 
plants growing in the hot-bed en- 
joy an even range of tempera- 
ture, without the extremes which 
were common where manure 
was used. 

Plants can be started earlier, 
and kept protected for a longer 
period, without danger of the heat 
source becoming exhausted be- 
fore danger of frost outdoors is

An electric cable is the usual 
heater, but a number of lamps 
can be used, if preferred. 

A cold frame is constructed in 
the usual manner, and is sunk in 
the ground a few inches. Soil is 
removed within it to an equal 
depth, and the cable is arranged 
on’ the bottom in loops, so that 
heat will be evenly distributed. 
‘The supply wire and cable are 
both connected to a thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that as 
soon as the thermometer falls to 
that point heat is timed on. 

When temperatures rises a few 
degrees above the minimum, heat 
is shut off. 

The heating cable is usually 
covered with four to six inches ot 
soil It is a good idea to place a 
sheet of fine meshed poultry wire 
an inch above the cable, with soft 
between 

Another method is to grow 
plants in flats, which are placed 
on a grating just above the heat- 
ing cable, which is not buried in 
soil, and thus is always open to 
inspection. To improve insulation 
and reduce current consumption, 
the frame should be banked with 
cinders, which are covered’ with 
soil, to within a few inches of 
the top.

Principal industry of the 
village of Eagle Lake, a thriv- 
ing community located a dozen 
mijes from Haliburton, is the 
International Cooperage Co. of 
Canada Ltd. whose plant is 
shown in the above picture. 
The huge piles of logs in the 
foreground are awaiting their 
turn to be processed into barrel 
S—tops and bottoms, 
The industry employs about 75 
men the year round in its saw- 
mill and drying kilns. Using 
both hard and soft woods, the 
mill gets the bulk of its supplies 
irom its big timber limits in 
Harburn and Eyre Townships. 
Managed by Fred Greer, the 
clerical end of the business is 


handled by Carl Wallace. 
There’s one thing about em- 
ployment at this mill, the hours 
are varied. The men here 
work nine hours per day for 
three days of the week, eight 
hours for two and five on Sat- 
urday. Close to 300 people live at 
Eagle Lake and the village boasts 
about 75 houses which for the 
most part, line the winding main 
street. Eagle Lake is at the east- 
erly end of an interesting Hali- 
burton Highlands route which 
Tuns from Carnarvon on the 
west, through Maple Lake and 
West Guilford, and which is 
almost continually in sight of, 
or bordering, water. It is a 
scenic route without peer in the 


highland district, especially m 
autumn. The late Sir Sam 
Hughes was attracted to the 
Eagle Lake country and once 
owned a large summer home in 
the region. The casual visitor 
to the village is frequently at- 
tracted by the unusually at- 
tractive surface of some of the 
village’s driveways. A quarry, 
west of Eagle Lake yields a type 
of rock which is particularly 
well adapted to this purpose. 
When applied it glistens and 
sparkles like myriads of diam- 
onds and packs like concrete. 
People from distant points order 
the rock to beautify their urban 
homes.

that the revenue this year had 
totalled $191,000; compared to

The Town of Lindsay, which has 
been paying an extra mill into the 
operation of the Victoria County 
District High School Board, has 
decided to support the Area on the 
same basis as the other munici- 
palities involved. At Monday even- 
ing’s meeting of committees, a 
motion was passed stopping the 
payment of that extra mill each 
year to the High School Area. 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, also a 
member of the Victoria County 
Council, was the member who in- 
troduced the motion. He recalled 
that when the High School Area 
had been formed a few years ago, 
Lindsay had agreed to pay an extra 
mill and then carry on its support 
on an equal basis with the other 
municipalities besides. Deputy- 
reeve Hick wondered how long 
Lindsay would be required to carry 
such g burden. He pointed out that 
‘the equalized assessment of Vic- 
toria County had been raised for 
Lindsay and suggested that because 
of this extra burden on Lindsay 
taxpayers the extra mill which 
Lindsay had been paying to the 
High Schoo] Board be dropped.

MOST PEOPLE NEED NO AID 
TO PAY THE DOCTOR'S BILL 

A study published recently in U.S. News & World 
Report dealt with medical bills owed by people in the 
country at large. It was based on figures gathered 
for the Federal Reserve Board by the Survey Research 
Center of the University of Michigan. 

Of about 53,000,000 families in the United States, 
almost 43,000,000 — over 80 per cent — reported no 
medical debts whatsoever. Whether they had been ill 
within the stated period is not a matter of record. If 
so, they must have paid cash — lucky doctors — or 
benefitted by free treatment or had some kind of 
overage like Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 

One million families owed from $200 to $1000, 
while another 200,000 owed more than $1000. That 
would indicate that less than 3 per cent of all the people 
less serious trouble as 


insurance ¢ 


in the survey were in more or 
the result of illmess or an operation. 

The remaining 9,000,000 families were listed as 
in debt for medical expenses in amounts varying from 
$1.00 to $200. Unpaid bills are always bothersome, 
put it would be interesting to have a comparable 
analysis of how much people owe corner grocers, 
department stores or finance companies. 

The point is, on the facts as shown, 80 per cent 
of people surveyed have no medical debis at all, while 
another 17 per cent have medical debts that ought to 
be entirely manageable within the family budget. 

But, for those who advocate socialized or govern- 
ment or political medicine, it is necessary to turn the 
problem upside down. The dark side of things is their 
specialty, and the 3 per cent must be described as 
the norm, in order to justify the infliction of another 
expensive bureaucracy on the suffering taxpayer. Any 
other way of helping the people who really need help 
is dismissed as half measure. 

This business of reversing any sensible approach 
to the relations of the people and their government 
was spotted long ago by Grover Cleveland. That sage 
remarked that it was the business of the people to 
support the government and not of the government 
to support the people. 

As far as the medical-debt problem goes, there 
is nothing on’the record to justify any all-out inter- 
vention by Washington officials along the lines of the 
British National Health Service.

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SEND IT HOME 

There may be some question about the origin of 
the so-called Coronation chair of James VI of Scot- 
land, now resting in Laurier House in Ottawa. But 
there should be no question whatever about its. dis- 
position. It should go back to Scotland, all charges 
prepaid, as fast as Ottawa can bundle it up and ship 
it. Even if it were simply a matter of satisfying 
Scottish anxiety, it would be a small token to a 
country which has given us more than one and a 
half million of sturdy racial stock in our population. 
Nothing we could do for Scotland would ever approach 
what Scotland has done for us. 

But that is not the point. The point is the simple 
one of honesty and ownership. If the chair is an 
antique dealer’s hoax, as some have alleged, it has 
no right in a house which has been bequeathed to 
the people of Canada as a national showplace—even 
though while Mr. King lived it was strictly Mr. King’s 
own business. 

Similarly if, as the inscription ordered by Mr. King 
proclaims, “in this chair James VI was crowned King 

_ of Scotland in Stirling Castle,” the chair obviously 
belongs, not to the people of Canada but to the people 
of Scotland. It was never an antique dealer's lawful 

_ property to sell in the first place; regardless of how 
it got separated from its rightful realm, plainly we 
have no title to it. We have, in fact, no more right 
to the chair James VI sat on than we have to the 
crown that was put on his head. 

Apparently, despite all this, despite Scottish in- 
quiries, Ottawa has found no good reason for returning 
the chair. Ags for us, we can find no plausible or 
honorable reason for not returning it. National senti- 
ments should not be lightly treated.—Globe and Mail

The results so far have been 
very satisfactory and farmers in 
both Victoria and Haliburton al- 
ready have taken advantage of the 
knowledge gained in this experi- 
ment with very profitable results 
to themselves.

Reeve Richard Butler, chairman 
of the committee in charge of the 
Lindsay Sewage Disposal Plant, 
claims that wool from Horn Bros. 
mill is still finding its way into 
the plant. As a result, he says, Dr. 
Berry of the Ontario Department 
of Health, will inspect the situation 
to see if a remedy can be found. 

Reeve Butler was reporting to 
Monday evening’s committee meet- 
ing of council when he stated that 
there was more trouble from wool 
from the Horn Bros. mill The 
management of the mill, he said, 
hhad been doing everything possible 
but had not been successful in 
their attempts to keep the wool 
from leaving their plant and enter- 
ing the sewer system of the town. 

Ald. J. A. McQuarrie suggested 
that the sewer leading the waste 
from the mill might be directed to 
the Scugog River while the sanitary 
sewer be directed, as it is, into the 
sewer system. 

Reeve Butler stated that it was 
his opinion that Dr. Berry would 
have to sanction such a move. Dep- 
uty-reeve Hick stated that council 
members who were to attend the 
Good Roads Convention in Toron- 
to this week would see Dr. Berry 
and find out what could be done. 
He also stated that Dr. Berry would 
have to grant approval of any 
change in the sewer direction. 

Mr. Martin, Horn’s manager, had 
done everything possible, said Reeve 
Butler, and had shown the utmost 
co-operation with the town in the 
difficulty.

When 5-Year Supply Discussed 


Ald. John L. Baker and Ald. J. 
‘A. McQuarrie took off the gloves 
briefly at Monday night's com- 
mittee meeting of council over a 
split decision on whether to buy 
five years’ supply of rat extermina- 
tor or not. A motion was passed 
ordering a five-year supply of rat 
poison and only Ald. McQuarrie 
dissented.

Mc- 
Quarrie then became involved in a 
tiff over the merits of such a 
purchase. 

Ald. Baker reported that the man 
who had been retained as rat and

terminator had offered to give the 
town his formula for both fly and 
rat exterminators plus five years’ 
supply of both for one year's salary, 
which ss $275.

An assessor to replace Alex. 
Kilner has not been named by 
Lindsay council although parts of 
two council meetings have been 
devoted to the subject. At a 
special meeting of council held 
prior to the regular committee 
meeting of council on Monday 
evening, the appointment was 
again left up in the air and a 
special committee was named to 
select certain applicants to bring 
them before council for the final 
appointment. 

Ald. B. C. Maidens, as chairman 
of the finance committee, introduc- 
ed the subject of assessor, a matter 
which had been put over from last 
week’s council meeting to be settled 
this week. Ald. Maidens suggested 
that Mr. Ellam be retained as 
acting assessor with Mr. Kilner as 
consultant. ‘I cannot reconcile 
myself,” he said, “to bring in a 
thigh priced assessor.” He stated 
that the assessment of Lindsay was 
now complete and all that was ne- 
cessary was for the assessor to pick 
up the new assessment each year 
and “I can't see too much of @ 
building boom in Lindsay.” 

Speaking of the assessor’s duties 
in the Court of Revision, Ald. 
Maidens noted that he had obser ‘ed 
Alex. Kilner at work before the 
Municipal Board last week and 
added “we were fortunate in hay- 
ing the assessor here.” He then 
suggested that an acting assessor 
be appointed and council interview 
Mr. Kilner with a view to catting 
down his fee for consultant duties 
and Court of Revision service. 
Mr. Kilner, he said, had done & 
good job in Lindsay and he felt 
that the town could carry on under 
this arrangement. 

Mayor Charles Lamb claimed that 
this proposal would not be satis- 
factory. He reasoned that if Mr. 
Kilner had not taken the job he is 
now holding, he would have re- 
mained in Lindsay and, he asked, 
“how can Mr. Ellam take over his 
job? --do the assessor's and his own 
work?” 

“Thi, town is going ahead,” said 
His Worship, “and I don’t think 
any council can stop Lindsay from 
becoming a city in the next five 
years.” Because of this prognosti- 
cation, His Worship stated that 
there was bound to be new industry 
and he would not like to see the 
assessment system in Lindsay 
dropped. He suggested that Mr. 
Ellam might be appointed building 
inspector, sanitary inspector and 
could also be an assistant in the 
assessor's office on occasion. 

Ald. J. A. McQuarrie stated that. 
it would be difficult for anyone to 
say whether Mr, Ellam could do 
the job or not until he had been 
tried. He reported that he had 
consulted a great number of 
Lindsay citizens and some had in- 
dicated that they would like to see 
Mr, Ellam made assessor and others 
had indicated the opposite. “I Would 
feel guilty,” he said, “if we replaced 
him, and there was a possibility 
that he could do the job, We don’t 
know for sure unless he is tried.” 
Ald. McQuarrie suggested that Mr. 
Ellam be retained as assessor. 

Ald. W. D, Stevens also urged the 
appointment of Mr. Ellam as as- 
sessor. He claimed that there was 
some danger that a “high priced” 
man might come into the Lindsay 
office and tear the present system 
down. He opined that Mr. Ellam 
would surely know something of 
the workings of the system in two 
years and added that Mr. Hllam 
had stated that he could do the job.

Declared Insufficient 


A bill to provide assistance to 
provinces for water conservation 
has been strongly endorsed in the 
House of Commons by C. W. Hodg- 
son, MP. for Victoria Riding. 


Under the terms of the bill 
which was given its first reading 
on Thursday, grants of uss'stance 
to provinces for the conservation 
of water resources under spezizied 
conditions would be authorized. 
These grants would constitute not 
more than 3744 per cent of the tot- 
al cost of the project. 


Mr. Hodgson made a stirring ap- 
peal for broad conservation meas- 
ures when he spoke to the bill aad 
applied his observations to that 
great watershed in which Halibur- 
ton and parts of Victoria and On- 
tario Counties are situated. 

Mr. Hodgson said, quote Hansard: | 

Mr. Speaker, in taking part in 
this debate I want to speak about 
this range of land mass between 
Ottawa and west of lake Simcoe in 
the province of Ontario, In my opin- 
jon there are in this resolution 
three things that cannot be separat- 
ed, namely the conservation of our 
water, the conservation of our land 
and the conservation of our for- 
ests. Each one of them is dependent 
on the other that one cannot ex- 
ist alone without the use of the 
other. 

‘This range of land area across 
this country has been a great wat- 
ershed: It is a great reservoir for 


the Trent cana) ang the great lakes 
in the province of Ontario. The 
height of land divides the northern 
section of the county of Haliburton; 
there the height of land is reach- 
ed in southern Ontario, and the 
water runs west towards lake Simcoe 
and Georgian bay, and north into 
the Ottawa river, and south to 
lake Ontario, the waters of the 


whole area for the conservation of 
water. 

“I am glad that the minister has 
made it possible that what is done 
will be in co-operation with the 
province; because in this great area, 
as to the way the water is controlled 
now, it is in co-operation with the 
proyince. The water {s controlled 
not only for the canals but also 
for the Ontario hydro. 

“Or a hot humid day water dis- 
appears rather fast. On one of 
our hottest days in the summer 
two inches of water will be taken 
off one of these big lakes by the 
process of evaporation. Something 
must be done to bring that water 
from the soil and from the great 
watershed back into the lake Na- 
ture takes if up and brings it down 
In rain, but it does not always come 
back into the lake; it goes back onto 
the great range of the watershed. 

“There is another feature about 
this resolution that I like. ‘The’ 
dominion government has seen fit 
to step into the picture and to do 
something about it in co-operation 
with the provinces. To conserve 
this water you must do something 
before it gets into the river. You 
must conserye it in the lake, in the 
little stream, in the ponds that 
are spread throughout the length 
and breadth of this land. As [I said 
before, great dams have been built, 
but that is not enough: What hap- 
pens in the spring every year after 
our timber has gone or a fire

Meter the Theatre 


Parking Meters Are Ordered Installed 
But Move Proves Controversial One 


Two parking meters. are to be 
installed in front of the Century 
Theatre to permit parking in front 
of the theatre only when the build- 
ing is not in use.

EDITORIALS 


ECONOMY IN THE 
ASSESSMENT DEPT. 

There is a saying 
and, to paraphrase, it 
begins at home.” 

At the present time the Town of Lindsay is faced 
with the necessity of engaging a new assessor and 
this is perhaps as good as any time to consider what 
economies can be effected in this department. 

There has been a feeling among some members 
of Council for considerable time that this department 
was costing more than it should to operate. It was 
felt that it was top heavy in the matter of personnel 
and that it could be operated successfully, now that 
the re-assessment program was complete, with fewer

people. 
by the present assistant and acting assessor, 
pressed the belief earlier this week that he could 
handle the work of the assessment department. 

In view of this, and having in mind the need for 
reducing municipal expenses at every opportunity, it 
is only natural that the people of Lindsay will expect 
to see the staff of this department reduced when the 
new assessor is appointed. It was understandable, 
when re-assessment was first undertaken, that more 
people would be employed than would ordinarily be 
required to handle the department when organization 
work was complete. 

Economy, to be sound, should be linked with 
efficiency and vice-versa. Real efficiency in the assess- 
ment department should pay dividends to the town 
and to the man doing the assessing. To the man, 
because he can cover more ground and cover it well 
by reason of his efficiency and to the Town, because 
the assessor's efficiency reduces costs throughout the 
department. 

In appointing a new assessor economy with ef- 
ficiency should be the motto. The function of the assess- 
ment department in relation to the whole economy 
of the town is vital but it in itself must be economically 
operated or any gain is loss. 

There was some hesitation in making the appoint- 
ment of an assessor on Monday night and the matter 
has been deferred . There was an obvious desire on 
the part of some councillors to engage the present 
assistant assessor and the employment of local talent 
whenever and wherever practical is to be encouraged, 
all other factors being equal. It was desirable that 
the position be advertised so that the Council could 
give consideration to all those desirous of taking the 
position. However, in none of these factors does there 
appear a need for urgency in making an appointment. 
It may be that Council would like to test the capabili- 
ties of the present assistant assessor in an “acting 
assessor’ capacity. 


OUR GROWING TAX BURDEN 
NEEDS TO BE LIGHTENED 
FIRST ON THE HOMEFRONT 

Strong criticism is being levelled at high provin- 
cial and federal taxation these days and some is 
likely to be directed at the municipal level when the 
next tax bills are received in Lindsay. No one is 
particularly fond of paying taxes and, while we recog- 
nize that a certain amount of taxation is necessary, 
we quickly tire under the weight of an excessive tax 
burden. We rail against it and look around for relief 
(or pretend to) but seldom do we tackle the situation 
at the level within our reach—taxation on the home- 
front. ' 

“THE POST” has continuously advocated a policy 
of economy and conservation in connection with the 
affairs of the municipality. It has done so because it 
believes that if we are to expect economy at higher 
levels of government we must first practice it at home: 
In standing for a policy of economical administration, 
“THE POST” is not endorsing low wages and premium 
prices, but rather good wages commensurate with ef- 
ficiency and good prices for quality and premium 
performance. Both are cheaper in the final analysis. 

Because governments come by their money rela- 
tively easily and with a minimum expenditure of effort, 
they tend to be free-spenders. They permit over-staff- 
ing, capital outlays and so forth which would and 
could not be tolerated by any organization which had 
to earn its money. It is this wastefulness of manpower 
and capital which is placing a yoke of great weight 
on the necks of Canadians today. In order to cast it 
off, people must become conscious of this fact and 
rise up in protest at every sign of wastefulness and 
inefficiency. And where is a better place to begin than 
right here at home? It is right here in Lindsay that 
we can start to hack off the leeches of extravagance 
and dispense with those things which cause unneces- 
sary expenditure of public funds. 

The 1953 Town Council has indicated that it is 
economy-minded and has made a start in the direc- 
tion of curtailing needless expense. It is to be en- 
couraged in this endeavour and assisted at every 
opportunity. The need will be only too apparent when 
the new tax rate is set.

WHY THE HURRY ? 


There is a great deal of what might be called 
“faditis” in the current propaganda in favor of adding 
sodium fluoride to the Toronto water supply. “Fluori- 
dation” has suddenly become the thing to do, A number 
of good citizens have convinced themselves that there 
is magic in the word, and that by the simple process 
of adding one part of this poisonous chemical to a 
million parts of water an enormous, unalloyed benefit 
will be conferred on the population, especially the 
children, 

It is apparently true that there 
cidence of dental decay among children who consume 
fluoridated water than the average for the whole child 
population. It would appear, also, that the adult teeth 
of these children also benefit from the presence of the 
fluoride. But for adults already grown there is no 
measurable advantage, nor is there any positive proof 
that the apparent advantage in childhood continues 
unabated throughout life. Moreover, if the amount of 
sodium fluoride in the water exceeds even in a small 
degree the trace amount, it causes a mottling of the 
teeth which is permanent and positively injurious to 
the enamel. What specific effects the chemical might 
have on other organs and the bones of the body are 
still unknown. 

Apart from the medical aspects of this question, 
about which doubts are great enough to demand cau- 
tion, there remain two other points which are important 
to the citizen. One is the ridiculous cost of fluori- 
dating water in a city of the size where the personal 
consumption of water is but a tiny fraction of the 
“total used every day. The other is that the use of 
the water supply for a specific medical or dental 
purpose is an infringement of personal freedom. If 
a citizen does not wish to’ drink fluoridated water,

the public authority has no right to force it on him. 


The fact that doctors and dentists have failed miser- 
ably to persuade people to follow the proper rules of 
good health and wise dietetics ought not to become 
an excuse for turning water into a medicine. 

The experience of life has taught humainity that 
there is no such thing as a panacea. 
through a whole system of nonsense about how this 
or that wonder drug was going to eliminate disease 
or illness from the world, only to find a few years 
Jater that the side-effects were nullifying all the ad- 
vantages. Let us go easy about fluoridation. Any

THAT FEBRUARY DATELINE 


The registrarsof mofor vehicles for the Ontario ~ 


Department of Highways, J. P. Bickell, announces that 
February 28 is the deadline for the purchase of 1953 
license plates. After that the presumption is that 
those owners who are seen driving around with last 
years plates will be summoned and fined. 


Many people are lax in regard to the purchase of 
their car license, postponing it until almost the last 
day. Invariably it is found that the issuing office 
has a line-up of men and women anxious to obtain 
licenses, but the percentage of those who have not 
got their plates is so large that the department erases 
the deadline and allows owners a few more weeks’ 
grace. In fact we cannot recall a year in which that 
has not been done. 

The extension is necessary because it is physically

But because the department 
always gives way to the last-minute rush the habitual 
procrastinators don’t pay any attention to the Feb- 
ruary deadline and just wait till they cannot put it 
off any more.

ALGAE REPORTS NOW OVERDUE 


A report on the findings of the algae siudy group 
which visited this area last summer is now overdue. 
Tt will be recalled that when the party from the Ontario 
Dept. of Health was in Lindsay last year it was an- 
nounced on completion of the summer's project that 
‘such a statement would likely be made toward the 
end of the year, probably In December. It will be 
interesting to those who have followed this situation 
to learn that the report has not been permanently 
sidetracked. A representative of the Department of 
Health called on “THE POST” last week and revealed 
that work was not quite complete on the committee’s 
findings but was nearing the point where a statement 
would likely soon be issued. The departmental rep- 
resentative said the. report would probably contain 
some recommendations and further enlighten the resi- 

_ dents of this area on the algae problem. 

For the benefit of those people not residing here 
when the algae research was begun, it might be pointed 
out that it was prompted by the death of several 
animals (mostly cattle) in the Sturgeon-Pigeon Lake 
area after they had drank of water containing a green- 
ish substance. This greenish substance was later 
identified as a toxic algae. The first of these cattle 
deaths occurred in 1948 and they continued at intervals 
until steps were taken to investigate the situation on 
a serious basis in 1952. At Jeast one dog is known 
to have succumbed after having drank the infected 
water. 

The outcome of this research is naturally awaited 
with great interest, particularly by farmers and resort 
owners in the area who have found the algae problem 
more than a little disconcerting.

Q. How can I dry stockings quick- 
ly? 

A. A quick method of drying 
them is to wring them out as dry 
as possible and roll tightly in » 
Turkish towel for five minutes 
Then hang in an airy place and 
they will dry very quickly. 

Q. How can I clean and soften 
an alligator skin bag or shoes? 

A. First brush off thoroughly 
with one teaspoon of petroleum 
jelly mixed with six drops of gly- 
cerin, After it has set for half an 
hour, wipe off any surplus greas@ 
and polish with soft dry cloth. This 
prevents the leather from splitting 

Q How can I remove stains from 
the fingernails? 

A. A teaspoon of lemon juice in 
a cup of warm water will remove 
stains from the nails and fmgers 
preparatory to manicuring. 

Q. How can I stop a leak in a 
gas plate? 

A. If you are using # gas plate 
with a tubing that leaks or smells, 
melt some paraffin wax and dip the 
leaky part into it, or dip it in all 
over. It will be as good as new. 
Painting metal gag hose with 
alumimum paint stops any leak and 
greatly prolongs its life. 

Q. How can I prevent varnish from 
chipping off furniture? 

A. Always remove ail traces of 
furniture polish from surfaces 
which are to be renewed with 
varnish, paint, or enamel If this 
is not done, the new varnish will 
not dry properly and is liable te 
chip off.

Before refinishing a gold frame, 
it should first be sanded with a 
very fine paper and a high-grade 
gold size applied. When the size has 
partially dried, and is still tacky, 
apply the best quality of gold 
bronze by dusting. After this has 
been allowed to dry for several days, 
finish with a thin coat of pure 
white shellac, greatly reduced with 
denatured alcohol. This should pre= 
vent the bronze from tarnishing 
for many years. 
Rust Stains 
Iron rust stains can be removed 
from linen by putting one table- 
spoonful cream of tartar into a 
gallon of water and boiling the linen 
in this solution.

To make good punch mix one cup 
of pineapple juice and one-fourth 
cups white grape juice. Add two cups 
water and sweeten to taste. Pour 
into a large bowl, add one quart of 
raspberry ice and serve immediately.

Health and Financial Value 
Of Preserving The Teeth 

When the dental profession be- 
gan advising the public to consult 
or see their dentist every six 
months, it was thought by some 
that this was selfish advice In that 
dentists were wanting more pa- 
tients. As a matter of fact, 
even in those days most dentists 
had all the patients they had 
time to treat. Their whole object 
was that, knowing the value of 
normal teeth to the health of the 
individual, aside from any suffer- 
ing caused by infected teeth, in- 
cluding crippling arthritis, they 
tried to save teeth, just as physici- 
ans try to preserve health by 
periodic health examinations and 
immunization against various di- 
seases. 

In the Journal of the American 
Dental Association is recorded an 
experiment in dental disease con- 
trol designed as a 10-year project, 
which has resulted in a striking 
improvement in dental health 
among children after only three 
years. 

“The small farming village of 
Askov, Minn, in the east central 
part of the state, is the site of the 
community dental health program 
sponsored by the Minnesota De- 
partment of Health, the US. Child- 
ren's Bureau, and Askov. 

“Before the program started in 
January, 1945, the community had 
no dentist and had an unusually 
high rate of dental diseases attri- 
buted in part to a diet rich in 
pastries. The village is made up 
mostly of persons of Danish de- 
scent.” i 

Dr. William A. Jordan, of Minne- 
apolis, director of Minnesota De- 
partment of Health division of 
dental health, reported that the 
program has resulted in reductions 
of tooth decay, ranging from 416 
per cent in the three-to-five age 
group to 8.4 per cent in the 13-to- 
17 age group, as compared with 


children in the ‘nearby community 
of Hinckley, Minn., chosen as a 
“control”. 

What is the program that has 
brought about the above gratifying 
results? 

The program, covering 350 child- 
ren, includes intensiye instruction 
in tooth brushing and diet, com- 
plete dental examinations dental 
corrections and applications of 
sodium fluoride. 

Dr. Jordan reported the cost of 
the program had dropped from 
$15,586, in 1949, to $6,927, in 1951, 
after most of the dental corrections 
were completed during the girst 
two years of the program. 

When we remember that infected 
teeth can cause prolonged pain and 
iliIness (rheumatism and arthritis) 
and also heart disease, it pays any 
community finaneially to follow 
out a program such as the above, 
aside from the suffering endured by 
their citizens. 


Results Obtained In The Treatment 

Of Hundreds of Cases of Acne 
i (Pimples). x 

I write often about acne vulgaris 
(pimples), not because it is a dan- 
gerous disease or uncommon, &s nO 
one dies and about 90 per cent of 
ll teen-agers, boys and girls, have 
some pimples at one time or an- 
other. But, ocourring at this period 
of life, pimples can spoil many a 
romance and cause an inferiority 
complex that may remain long after 
the pimples have disappeared. Be- 
cause of this great depression of 
spirits at a time when life should 
be brightest, any help from au- 
thoritative sources that will lift the 
morale of these young folk is worth 
passing along. 

Im the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal, Frederick Kalz, M. 
D,, Hope Pritchard, B. Sc,, Claude 
Fournier, M. D., and Anthony 
Janauskas, M. D., Montreal, give 
the history and methods of treat- 
ment and results of these treat- 
ments in 3-hundred and twenty- 
four patients seen in private prac- 
Uce by two of the above research 
Workers from 1944 to 1949. An 
additional 119 cases have been seen 
during 1950 and 1951. Most of these 
Patients have had some’ previous 
treatment by the family physician 
or other skin specialists and about 
20 per cent had previous X-ray 
treatment. 

One of the points not emphasized 
by some skin specialists is that in 
50 many cases of acne (over 50 per 
cent) the metabolism rate (rate at

below normal. As the metabolism 
rate {s controlled by the thyroid 
gland, the giving of smal) doses of 
thyroid extract daily helps many 
cases. 

I the treatment of acne, these 
research workers outline: (1) Local 
treatment (ointments and salves), 
ultra violet radiation, remova) of 
the blackheads (comedones) {n 
Some, but not all cases. (2) Dietary 
treatment --avoid chocolate, nuts, 
salad dressings; cut down on’ fats,

fat. Milk was not reduced. High 
protein (meat, eggs, fish) was ad- 
vised, (3) Thyroid, 1 14-grains daily, 
for 6 weeks in those with a low or 
minus metabolism rate. (4) Treat- 
ment by female sex extract (ovarian 
hormones) in some female cases 
and progesterone in males. (5) 
Control of secondary infection by 
germ-killing drugs (antibiotics). (6) 
Treatment of emotional disturban- 
ces, as these can upset practically 
all the working processes of the 
body. 

‘The results obtained showed that 
over 60 per cent gave history of 
improvement during the summer 
and increase in symptoms during 
fhe autumn months. This may 
point to heavier diet {n cold weath- 
er. 

The significant fact was that 
these satisfactory results were ob- 
tained without use of X-rays. X- 
rays have been used for years in 
treatment of acne. i

Living a Comfortable Life 
With Heart Disease 

I have written before of the pa- 
tient who consulted a physician rel- 
ative regarding his heart. After 
careful examination, the patient 
was told that his heart was in 
good condition. in fact, he might 
obtain insurance because his heart 
responded so well to exercise. He 
was given some light daily home 
exercise and told to walk at least 
half a mile daily. . 

On his return a few weeks later, 
the physician was alarmed at the 
condition of the patient’s heart and 
advised him that his heart did not 
behave as well as after light exer- 
cise as on his previous visit. The 
patient then confessed that on his 
previous visit he was taking digi- 
talis regularly on advice of anoth- 
er physician. The physician told him 
to return to the first physician who 
was controlling his heart action 
safely with digitalis. 


this particular patient, digitalis 
enabled him to live a normal life 
despite his heart disease. 

Some months ago I stated that 
digitalis can make living safe for 
many patients with heart disease, 
Rs was shown by tests reported by 
the American Heart Association. 
Thus Dr. Joseph G. Benton, New 
| York, N.Y., showed that oxygen 
consumption as 2 measure of ener- 
gy cost was determined by means 
of closed system of breathing in = 
group of 25 normal individuals and 
compared with data similarly der- 
ived from a group of 20 patients 
with heart disease In whom the 
disefse was controlled or compen- 
Sated by digitalis. These heart pa- 
tients included all varieties of heart 
disease and all were on adequate 
heart disease medicine. 

Tests were made by walking on 
level ground and stair walking, 
‘These exercises were graded in in- 
tensity and were performed under 
Standardized conditions with re- 
gard to duration and speed. Oxy- 
Ben consumption was measured in 
millimeters per kilogram of body 
weight. . 

What was found! in those without 
heart disease and in those whose 
heart disease was compensated or 
controlled by digitalis? 

While these were small groups (26 
without heart disease and 26 with 
heart disease), these tests made 
under accurate and scientific meth- 
ods of measuring the amount of 
oxygen each individual used in per- 


From the above we learn that in! 


speed with which exercise was per~ 
formed, showed that heart patients 
expend no more energy as measured 
by oxygeon consumption than do 


‘individuals without heart disease. 


The lesson, then, is that heart 
disease may not mean a death sent- 
ence, that being under the care 
of the physician and consulting 
him regularly may mean years of 
useful life, not an “invalid” life.

The primary function of all hos- 
Ppitals is to render care to the sick 


land injured, regardless of race, re- 


ligion or ability to pay, and the 
Ross Memorial Hospital is no ex- 
ception to this rule. We assure all 
patients that their financial status 
will in no way influence the care 
they receive. 


In order to provide the best care 
Possible it is necessary that the 
hospital maintain a large supply 
of drugs, dressings and equipment 
and a well trained staff to meet 
Toutine needs and any emergency. 
This costs money and it therefore 
requires us to be practical and real- 
istic in our business operation, with. 
out forgetting our humanitarian 
principles. 

It is for these reasons that we are 
increasing our efforts to determing 
the patient's financial status on ad= 
mission, and thus have each party 
clearly understanding what is in- 
volved. 


Regarding indigent patients, we 
do not believe that an indigent per- 
son is one who has no money, but 
Tather one whose financial posi 
tion does not permit the extra bur= 
den of hospital expense. We are in= 
clined to think that many patients 
formerly classified as self-pay per= 
haps should have been classified 
as indigent. as we have been un- 
able to collect any payment from 
them. This explains the large sum 
involved in our accounts receivable.

Lindsay’s interest in the voting 
of last December for Mayor and 
the recount which followed was 
recently duplicated at Windsor 
where the contest for a controler 
seat was declared won by ‘8 ma- 
jority of 7 votes and then subject- 
ed to a recount. 


In Lindsay, as reported in your 
paper, the majority vote was reduced 
in the recount under Judge J. A. 
McGibbon from 7 to 3, and at the 
same time it was shown that a total 
of 20 ballots were disqualified in 
addition to 16 originally spoiled and 
148 unmarked. 

Im Windsor, according to the 
Windsor Star, the recount, under 
Judge A. J. Gordon, showed 249 
‘misconducts’ or changes in the 
original returns which resulted in 
168 votes being added and 81 de- 
ducted, with the result that the 
original majority was increased 
from 7 to 32. There was no mention 
of the number of unmarked ballots 
or those originally spoiled. 

Also at Port Stanley the voting} 
for Deputy Reeve resulted in a} 
majority of 1 vote, and on recount 
under Judge J. F. McMillan the 
vote became a tie, In this case 22 
ballots had been rejected by the 
Deputy Returning Officers but 5| 
of these were validated and allowed | 
to be counted. There were 36 blank } 
ballots. The tie was broken by | 
Municipal Clerk Joseph Burke who, | 
with the consent of the candidates, | 


tossed a coin. | 


In each of these elections it is! 


possible that the outcome would 
have been different if all of the 
yoters who went to the polls had 
cast definite and proper ballots. 
And in support of the Deputy Re- 
turning Officers there seemed to 
be the necessity, in some cases of 
questionable ballots, for the assist- 
ance of expert legal opinion.

‘Speaker Says | 
Quality

The hog producers of Victoria 
County and the province of Ontario 
have been issued a challenge to 
improve the quality of their hogs. 
That challenge was thrown oul on 
Thursday afternoon by Charles 
Newton who addressed a meeting of 
the Victoria Hog Producers. 

Mr. Newton, who was introduced 
by- William Newman a5 @ former 
president of the Copacker Co., at 
Barrie, was the principal speaker 
at the meeting in the Town Hall. 
All seats except a few in the front 
row were filled with farmers, dro- 
yers and other men interested in 
the new Hog Marketing Agency 
which very recently began operat- 
ions in thi, province. Mr. Newton 
opened his talk by observing that 
“there seems to be a trend to 
disregard quality In hog production 
in this‘proyince.” He claimed that 
this matter should not be over- 
looked and stated that “there was 
never a time when we needed more

Mr. Newton observed that the 
embargo on livestock entering the | 
United States should be lifted 
shortly. At that time, he ‘stated. 
“the only reason the U. S. would 
take our surplus hogs would be 3e- 
cause we are shipping quality 
hogs.” He offered the suggestion 
that some of the money from the 
Victoria Hog Producers Associaticn © 
might be used to ensure that mort 
quality hogs were to “come from 
Victoria County.

Prime Minister Louis St. Lau- 
rent almost let the cat out of the 
bag Monday when he hinted strong- 
ly that this is an election year. 

The Prime Minister was speaking 


in Montreal at the Convention of | 


the Canadian Lumberman’s Asso- 
ciation. He mentioned that lumber- 
ing is vitally affected by the pol- 
icies of both Federal and Provincial 
governments. 

Then he said, “however this 
year, and especially in this 
province, I am not going to be 
presumptuous enough to speak 
about provincial policies.” 

The Prime Minister warned the 
assembly that Canada’s problems 
will not be over when defense equip- 
ment rolls off the assembly lines 
and defense installations are com- 
plete. 

He says that “this hostile un- 
certain atmosphere” will continue 
until those who oppose a free way 
of life change their ideas. 

The Prime Minister says there 
is more involved in the cold war 
than seeing which side can have the 
most soldiers and the most weapons. 

“What it really is," he said “is 
a struggle between two different 
Ways of managing human affairs.” 

The Prime Minister added that 
Canada wants an economy where 
fs many men and women as pos- 
sible are free to make as many 
decisions as possible and as many 
choices as possible for themselves. 

He said “The real justification 
of free enterprise is that it 
provides a better life for more 
people than any other kind of 
economic system.” 

Because of this, he added, the 
government has tried to get away 
from controls as much as possible, 
holding them to the absolute min- 
imum and removing them as soon 
us the need has passed. 

Mr. St. Laurent said governments 
can and should pursue fiscal and 
commercial policies which will en- 
courage and stimulate enterprise. 
But he said the economic climate 
should be such that businessmen 
remain as free as possible to seize 
opportunity and show enterprise. 

Referring to taxation, the 
Prime Minister said that, con- 
trary to popular bellef, the Fed- 
eral Government does not like 
to levy taxes and although rev- 
enue is the first consideration, 
an attempt is made to think of 
more than just collecting money- 
Among other things, he sald the 

government tries to shape tax pol- 
icles to encourage as much as it 
can the development of natural re- 
sources,

Cheap beef from the land down- 
under has housewiyes Just about 
going up and over the counters in 
a supermarket in Columbus, Ohio. 
‘They're lining up to buy more 39- 
cent steak from New Zealand as 
the second day of sales of frozen 
meat fromy that country gets un- 
derway. 

Yesterday housewives lined 
up four blocks to get a crack at 
round beef at 23 cents a pound 
. + boiled beef and short ribs 
at two pounds for quarter 
chuck roast for a quarter ,.. 
and rib roast at 29 cents. 

But meat industry spokesmen 
say that the imported meat won't 
be a bonanza for long. Only 25- 
thousand tons of the New Zealand 
beef has been imported—an insig- 
nificant amount compared with 
total consumption,

The Consumer Prices Index has 
dropped one tenth of a point dur- 
ing December. 

The Bureau of Statistics says 
the drop is due to lower prices for

The index stood at 115.7 on Jan- 
uary the 2nd, compared with 115.8 
on December the first, 1952. 

Lower food prices outweighed 
slight increases in the cost of 
shelter and household operations.

A flat should be large enough 
for the plants, and not too large 
or heavy for the planter to han- 
dle. Standard sizes range from 
14x21% inches, 2 inches, to 15x24 
inches, 334 inches deep. The im- 
portant dimension is depth, two 
inches being the minimum re- 
quired to allow unchecked deyel- 

-opment of the roots of a seedling 
plant. When spaced, as usually 
practiced, two inches apart each 
Way) each plant has eight cubic 
inches of soil in which to grow. 

Knock-down flats are made of 
half-inch cypress or pine, both 
resistant to dampness. Between 
the boards on the bottom, narrow 
cracks are left to allow excess 
water to drain away. When filled 
with soil, a flat provides a seed- 
bed adequate for the plants, yet 
easily moved around indoors and 
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Flats come “knock-down” and are put together with a few nails.

They are easily placed on a 
table or bench to eliminate bend- 
ing over when sowing seed, thin- 
ning out or transplanting seed- 
lings to pots or other flats. They 
ean be moved from sunshine to 
shade outdoors and kept in a 
place convenient for watering. 
When it is safe to set out plants 
in the open, the flat can be car- 
ried to the garden and transplant- 
ing done with a minimum of 
shock to the plant and disturb- 
ance to the roots, 


A single flat of minimum size 


‘ORE \has room to develop 60 seedling 


plants to transplanting size with- 
out check if the seeds are sown 
in rows two inches apart and 
thinned out to stand two inches 
apart in the row. The excess 
plants can be moved to offer’ 
flats if desired, and thus all seed=' 
lings saved, for transplanting to 
exactly the place desired in the 
garden. 

Plants started in the home, or 
in the cold frame before the 
weather is warm enough for out- 
door operations, get a head start 
which results in an earlier har- 
vest of flowers or vegetables in 
spite of the brief set-back which 
they may receive when trans- 
planted. 

Flowers which should be start- 
ed early, if possible, include pe- 
tunias, snapdragons, and asters, 
all of which germinate and grow 
slowly. Most of the annual flow- 
ers can be started early, enabling 
them to start blooming as much 
as a month earlier than when 
Sown direct in the garden, Vege- 
tables which need an early start —~ 
include egg plant, peppers, cab- 
bage, broccoli and cauliflower.

Wild Canaries 


How thrilling while hiking on a 
cold clear February day to be start- 
led from an erstwhile reverie with 


the sweet and cheerful bird call of 
“Sweet-sweet-chewit-chewit- che- 
wit”, And glancing up to the tall 
maple one sees a merry flock of 
feathered friends go speeding off 
through the air with a cheerful 
refrain of ‘“Per-chic-o-pee”. But 
what are these little birds of mostly 
grey and brownish colour with 
almost pure white below? A few | 
have black wings and tall, feather= | 
edged with white. It is really puz- 
zing to identify these little song- 


sters but their sweet pleasant | 
warblings recall the brilliant | 
summer days and we suddenly | 


realize that here to brighten the | 
cold winter day is the goldfinch, 
our merriest of summer birds, now 
attired in a more sombre winter 
dress. We are so pleased and 
thrilled to have identified these 
feathered friends that we follow 
in theiry wake, drinking in the} 
melody of their sweet music, 
which makes their identity cer- 
tain. i 

It is not long since we welcomed 
them in our garden as they feasted 
on the sunflower seeds which we 
had planted for ‘their enticement | 
along the back fence. But then they 
were in summer dress-the male was | 
a very bright lemon colour with | 
black cap, wings and tail and so 
astounding with the combination | 
of contrasted black and yellow that 
he could not be mistaken for any 
other species. Hi, mate in summer 
plumage is similar to the male but | 
without the black cap. The wings | 
and tail are more brown than | 


of the surprises which Mother 
Nature unfolds to those who study 
her wonders and vagaries 

This little bird is often called the 
“Thistlebird” as it is a great lover 
of fluffy white thistle and dande- 
lion seed heads and may be seen 


plucking the down, cutting off the | 


fruiting end, and lett\ng the fea- 
thery parachutes float away on 
the wind. Its song is as pleasant as 
its bright appearance. As the fe- 
male incubates the eggs in the nest 
of grasses, she feeds on the seed of 
the thistledown which makes a soft 
cosy lining for her babies. Goldfinch 
do no incubate their eggs until 
the thistles have produced the 
lining for the nest, hence are much 
later than most other birds. 
However these wild canarles are 
birds of no bad habits and many 
good ones. Weed seeds are their 
staple food. Now as they travel in 
flocks of some 30 or 40 birds we 


see them systematically glean the | 


seeds from the weeds above the 
snow. If one would plant sunflowers 
and these are not robbed by spar- 
rows the goldfinch will be supplied 
with a seed for the drooping heads 
through the autumn and winter 
and the birdlover will be sure of 
the constant attendance of these 
wanted visitors.

The community of Woodville was 
saddened and filled with a keen 
sense of loss when {it became known 
that Mr. George W. McKague, son 
of the late Mr, and Mrs. Wilson 
McKague, had passed to his eter- 
nal rest on the morning of Mon- 
day, December 29th in his 84th 
year. 

For the last 25 years Mr. Mc- 
Kague had made his home in 
Woodville. Prior to that he lived on 
the homestead, where he was born, 
in Mdriposa, and where his son, 
Harold, now resides. 

Tn 1896 he married Elizabeth 
Brown, daughter of the late Mr. 
and Mrs, Alexander Brown, who 
survives him, To them were born 
seven children, six of whom mourn 
the toss of a loving and devoted 
father. They are Earle, Harold,

Although for a number of years 
Mr. McKague had been in failing 
health, yet until the last few 
months he had been able to go down 
street and enjoy chats with his old 
neighbours and friends.

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Review of Fenelon 


Fenelon Falls (PNS) A numb- 
er of Fenelon Falls citizens met 
on October 14th, 1947, for the pur- 
pose of forming a society for the 
preservation of local historical it- 
ems and relics, The name chosen 
for the society was “The Fenelon 
Falls District Historical Association” 
as it was felt it should not only in- 
clude the village, but the surround- 
ing area as well. 

At a second meeting to which 
representatives of various local or- 
ganizations were invited, plans 
Werg discussed for securing hist- 


articles of historical value. Arrange- 
ments were also made for the tem- 
porary storing of these articles, un- 
til a suitable place could be found 
for a permanent museum, 

The society was most fortunate 
in securing the co-operation of 
Mr. H. H. Langton whose family 
was among the earliest settlers in 
the district. He donated photo- 
graphs, drawings, and many other 
valuable and 
dating back to the early days in the 
community—to be kept for refer- 
ence. He also sent a very generous 
donation to be used towards the res- 
toration of the old Anglican church 
}on the hill. 

The society is also deeply in- 
; Gebted to Miss K. Wallis, another 
descendant of one of the early 
families for donations of various 
articles, Among them was a beau- 
tiful bronze plaque of her own 
| workmanship — Judge Dennistoun, 
whose grandfather came to Fenel- 
on Falls in 1834, donated a red cedar 
paddle, presented to his grandmo- 
; ther, by an old Indian Chief, as a 
| wedding gift in 1839. 

| Histories of a number of pioneer 
| families, in the district, have been 
| prepared by their descendents and 
| have proved most interesting and 
| instructive.

While ACTH, the miracle drug, 
was believed, when discovered, to 
be the special drug to cure rHeu- 
matic fever, rheumatism and arth- 
ritis, it was found that whenever 
used the patient always improved 
in spirits, even if his special ail- 
ment was not helped. 

Remembering that ACTH gave 
most patients a “lift” or “boost,” 
Drs. D, Young and M. Rodstein in 
Archives of Internal Medicine, 
Chicago, report their findings in 
which eight children with chronic 
active rheumatic fever were treat- 
ed with cortisone or corticotropin 
(ACTH) for prolonged periods. One 
patient died while receiving corti- 
sone and autopsy revealed an active, 
healing rheumatic process in the 
lungs. In five patients, healing pro- 
cess continued to be active even 
after this treatment was stopped, 
and in none of these patients was 
the duration of the disease appar- 
ently shortened, although the sev- 
erity of the disease was decreased 
in four, One patient, desperately ill, 
had his rheumatic process stopped 
by cortisone and ACTH and has re- 
mained well for more than a year. 
This same favorable result was ob- 
tained in another patient with no 
return of symptoms for a 
year.

Very stubborn cases of congestive 
heart failure in which all other 
forms of treatment failed cleared 
entirely in four of five cases. The 
improvement in general] well-being 
was seen in the majority of cases 
treated. 

“In some children with severe 
symptoms, prolonged administration 
of large doses of cortisone and 
ACTH may be life-saving.” 

While it is true that some. physi- 
cians do not have such favorable 
results as these above-noted, there 
is no doubt that in the majority 
of cases the patient is able to put 
up a stronger fight against rheu- 
matic fever and heart disease by 


the use of cortisone and ACTH.

Assaulted Officer, Jailed 


NO OPTION 
OF FINE 


For assaulting a police officer 
with intent to resist arrest, a 19- 
year-old Haliburton man has been 
sent to jail for two months. This 
is the third such case to come from 
Haliburton county in recent months 
and it is the second octasion in 
which Provincial Constable Lang- 
ton has been the complainant. 

The accused, a 19-year-old bush- 
worker, not represented by counsel, 
stated that he “guessed” he was 
guilty. Constable Langton, of the 
Haliburton Detachment of the 
©. P. P., told the Cotrt that on 
Saturday night he had been called 
out to the village’s main street 
where he found the accused stand- 
ing in the middle of the street 
talking to the occupants of a car. 
He testified that he told the accused 
to get off the street and proceeded 
to escort him to the sidewalk when 
the accused hesitated. Then, he said 
the accused stated that he would 
not go with the officer and, said 
Constable Langton, assistance was 
asked from bystanders. Then the 
accused agreed to go and again 
changed his mind, said Constable 
Langton, and kicked the officer 
and struck him in the face with 
fist which caused a scratch along 
the left cheek. Constable Langton 
produced a ring which he said he 
had en from the accused. In the 
cruiser, he said, the accused had 
tried to get out and even opened 
the door before he was stopped. 
Later, said Constable Langton, the 
accused lighted a cigarette and 
refused to put it out until the 
cruiser was brought to an abrupt 
halt. 

On the way to Lindsay, the 
Constable related, he met Constable 
Alex. Edwards, of the Minden De- 
tachment, who accompanied him | 
for the remainder of the trip to the 
County Gaol Constable Langton | 
noted that the accused had “be- 
haved himself” after Constable 
Edwards climbed in the cruiser. 

“T look upon resisting arrest or 
assaulting a police officer with 
great seriousness,” sald Crown At- 
torney L. W. Jordan, @.C., “and 
unless there is a greater respect 
for the law, it makes the officer’s 
work very difficult.” He stated that 
the accused was lable to two years 
imprisonment and suggested that 
the accused be given a jail term 
with no option of a fine. 

Deputy-Magistrate R. I. Moore, 
@ C., noted his agreement with 
Crown Attorney Jordan’s opinion 
of the matter and stated that he 
had heard of a good deal of rowdy- 
ism in Haliburton of late, This, he 
said wos the third time an officer 
had been assaulted in Haltburton 
end he suggested that the situation 
might become so serlous that some- 
one might get hurt. He sentenced 
the accused to 60 days in jail and 
told the accused that he hoped it 
would be a lesson not to lay hands 
on a police officer. He also assessed 
costs of $15.50 or an additional 15 
days in Jail.

(Mr. Adamson) gave us an illus- 
tration of the value of water. He 
told us how water is used in min- 
ing, in industry and in every aspect 
of our life in this country, If this 
great area was reforested it would 
be to the great, advantage of us 
all. The province of Ontario has 
done considerable work along that 
line. They have great tree planta- 
tions from which any landowner or 
anybody else who wants to plant 
trees may obtain them. That system 
did not work out too successfully 
because many people obtained 
trees but did not plant them prop- 
erly, and great waste was made of 
them. Now when you obtain trees 
you must pay a cent each for them, 
I myself plant 8,000 or 10,000 trees 
every year, I endeayour to plant 
as many trees as will in thirty-five 
years amount to as much timber 
as I cut, or even more, in a year, 
This system has been carried on 
by a considerable number of lumb- 
ermen on more or less privately 
owned lands. It should be carried 
on to @n even greater extent by 
this resolution. : 

“I am glad that the Minister of 
Resources and Development (Mr, 
Winters) has seen fit to bring in 
this resolution, I am also Pleased 
that he has said that this work will 
be carried on in co-operation with 
the provinces, because the Provine- 
es control the cutting of our tim- 


ber. This is true of Ontario at 
least.”

Tentative Wage Hikes 


Nothing Finalized 


For Depa 


A special meeting of council, run- 
ning from 7.30 p.m. Tuesday to 1 
am. today, did not officially settle | 
Wage Tequests from Police, Firemen | 
or Board of Works. A schedule al- 
lowing increases up to $200 per | 
year was drawn up but was not} 
given approval by the council. Pur- 
ther meetings are to be called next 
week to settle these matters, The 
council, also called upon by the 
firemen to recognize a Local Fire- 
fighters’ Association as official bar- 
gaining ‘agent, did not reach any 
decision on this point, 


The special meeting was called 
to discuss wages of police and fire- 
men but before the night was over, 
wages of Board of Works employees 
were also discussed dnd a scale 
drawn up but not officially agreed 
upon. 


Under the proposed scale for the 
Police Department, the three junior 
officers, Constables Ross Bailey, Bill 
Mosley and John Henley, may re- 
ceive increases of $200 per year, 
raising thelr pay from $2,250 to 
$2,450 per year. Constable Percy 
Mark, who received an increase of 
$100 in November, may receive an- 
other increase of $100 raising his 
annual pay to $2,600; Sgt. Gordon 
Eperts, given an increase of $250 
in Noyember when Chief Hunter 
received his promotion, may be a- 
warded another $50 this year, mak- 
ing his total annual pay $2,800. No 
allowance was discussed for elther 
the Police Chief or the Cadet. 

A proposed scale for the six per- 
Tanent members of the Fire De- 
partment would grant similar in- 
creases. Captain’ Wiliam Spencely 
may be granted an increase of $200, 
from $2,400 per year to $2,600. Sen- 
jor firemen Madil] and Miller may 
receive increases of $200 also which 
would raise their annual wages 
from $2,300 to $2,500. It was also 
proposed to increase the wages of 
Firemen Dale and Tully, taken on 
one year ago, by §150, or an in- 
crease from $2,100 to $2,250. There 
Was no adjustment made in Fire- 
man Watson’s wages since he has 
been on the force less than one 
month.

Beavers --a blessing or a curse? 


Rosedale Colony Was Destructive 
But Local MP ie Their Champion 


Beavers—a blessing or a curse? 
Put that question to farmers living | 
in the area around the old highway | 
bridge south of Rosedale and west | 
of Highway 35 and you'll get a 
variety of answers. One farmer liv- 
ing in the area thinks they are 
good animals to have around This 
man’s property has been unmolest- 
ed by them and he views beavers as 
an attraction which could be 
capitalized on from a tourist) 
standpoint. He would protect and 
encourage them to colonize. 

Another farmer living nearby 
doesn’t regard them in such a) 


favorable manner—His proparty has | | 


been affected by their presence and | 
fm an adverse manner. { 

Beayers became a topic of in-} 
terest in the Rosedale district when | 
# colony was established near the 
former highway bridge several 
Months ago. A visit to the scene 
provided conclusive evidence as to 
the industriousness of the beaver. | 
Im this instance the evidence point- | 
ed to industry of a destructive 
rather than constructive nature. 

On the property of Fred Hore, 
acros, the’ road from where the 
beaver colony was established, the 
beavers set to work on the con- 
structioa of a dam. The building of 
the dam didn’t progress very well 
because of man’s interference but 
the beavers managed to fell be- 
tween 40 and 50 trees bordering 
Perrin’s Creek, which cuts through 
the Hore property, before an end 
Was put to their activities. 

When the destructive work of the 
colony was observed, application 
Was made to, and permission ob- 
tained from, the Dept. of Lands 
and Forests to “trap them out”. 
Trapping was undertaken last fall 
and it is estimated that 12 beavers 
were taken. 

It is not known whether or not 
the beavers have all been trapped 
out but, since the season extends 
from November 15th to April 5th, 
the holder of the permit may 
continue to trap following the 
break-up in the spring if he is in 
doubt. The work of trapping the 
beavers in this colony was under- 
taken by George Calder of Fenelon 
Falls, an expert at the business. 

Meanwhile, for those who have 
never seen a beaver house, the one 
constructed by this colony still 
stands just a short distance off the 
old section of Highway 35 below 
Rosedale. It is located perhaps 200 
feet or so east of the concrete bridge 
and about the same distance in 
from the road. Proximity of the 
colony house is easily recognized 
by the number of small tag alders 
which bave been chewed off a foot 
or sO above the ground. 

Game Overseer Fred Walton, “of 
Lindsay, says the house is One of 
the largest in the district. The 
house itself resembles nothing so 
much as a pile of sticks but its 
construction {s really a work of 
art inside. It permits the beavers 
to sleep high and dry but, when 
hunger moves them, they have 
Bccess to feed below their sleeping 
quarters, under water and below 
the ice line. Their food is obtained 
from tender branches of trees 
which have been lodged, heavy end 
down, in the muddy bottom of the 
bond which borders on their house. 
From aboye these branches show 
through the ice and snow as a mass 
of twigs. 

The beaver is a unique animal in 
that it can hold air under water 
longer then any other animal. 
Game Overseer Walton Says they 
can stay under water and feed for 
up to 20 minutes without surfacing. 

What will happen to their colony 
house if the beavers have been all 
trapped out? The game overseer 
Says it is possible that the house 
will be taken over by muskrats. 

Beavers have been known to 
cause extensive damage. In Vic- 
toria County they frequently flood 
Toads with water backed up by 
their dams and they have been 
known to flood railway tracks. 

The principal recognized value of 
the beaver lies in Its pelt which is 
used extensively in the fur trade. 
Beavers may have other, not gen- 
erally recognized attributes as wit-

Thoughtful member, of the Vic- 
toria County Federation of 
Agriculture must have blushed with 
shame when they read their 
former President’, remarks in your 
valued issue of February 4th, under 
the heading “Claims Hog Levy Well 
Invested Now that Agency is 
Organized”, It was the writer's 
intention to ignore the article but 
in view of the many congratulatory 
letters received from all parts of 
the Province, none criticising except 
some Victoria County friends, the 
Write nas thought it best to reply. 
So that his position may be made 
quite clear he would state that any 
Interest he had in the Packing In- 
dustry was disposed of in 1927, 

In 1914 the writer assumed the 
responsibility of operating our old 
homes‘ead farm (now in the family 
122 years) -Five years war service 
(four overseas) prevented personal 
supervision. This, however, started 
in 1920. To refute the childish and 
unwarranted statement made by 
the former President, the writer 
feels it incumbent upon him to out- 
line some of the services he has 
rendered to his farmer friends over 
the years. Previous to the first great 
War the writer was in the produce 
business in Montreal, operations 
confined largely to eggs, poultry, 
butter and cheese. The loss from 
rotten, stale and cracked eggs, due 
to inefficient handling by produc- 
ers, Was so heavy that a solution 
had to be found. As a result our 
Company engaged the services of 
2 outstanding authorities, John I.

in spring. We would have that water 
going into our lakes, creeks and 
rivers gradually until around the 
first of July. That is when your 
dams would come into use to make 
your reservoirs in the lakes. 

“Some arrangement should be 
arrived at between the dominion 
and the provinces with regard to 
the trapping of beaver. At one time 
in our country in this great range 
We had little beaver meadows a mile 
long or two miles long which would 
have four or five feet of water in 
them. Through our arrangement 
for trapping beaver, many miles of 
this area have been trapped out 
and the last beaver, has gone and 
the dams are rotted out. The beaver 
meadow, instead of being full of 
water, has turned out to be a fire 
hazard in the summertime because 
it is full of dead grass. 

“Those ponds full of water served 
a useful purpose {in fire protection 
because the fire rangers that the 
province has at the present time 
could go in there with their hoses 
and little pumps and that sort of 
thing and they could get water to 
put out the fires.”

More Than 1,000 Fox Bounties 
Paid By Ontario County In 52 


Bounties on more than 1,000 foxes 
were paid in Ontario County in 
1952, The Ontario County Clerk's 
office reports bounties paid on 
1,155 foxes over the year. Strangely 
enongh, the greatest number of 
claims came from the area of the 
county where it would be least 
expected, East Whitby Township, 
surrounding Oshawa’s borders. The 
second largest number of claims 
came from Reach Township with 
Brock ranking third. 


The total claimed during the 12 
month period is considered average 


according to officials. Over $8,000 | 


was paid out two years ago when 
the council boosted the bounty to 
$5 to encourage the hunting of the 
animals. Hunters who apply for the 
$3 bounty have to turn in their 
catch to the municipal clerk who 
marks it and makes out an affi- 
davit which is forwarded to the 
county clerk for payment.

There are indications that a 
provincial park and wildlife sanctu- 
ary may be recommended for an 
area within one hour’s drive from 
Lindsay. The suggestion may come 
from the Oshawa Chamber of 
Commerce that a site a few miles 
from Port Perry could become & 
park. 

Hayden Macdonald, a prominent 
Oshawa businessman, first proposed 
the idea of a park and sanctuary in 
Southern Ontario in an address 
to the Lions Club in Port Perry. 
Later ne told the directors of the 
C. of C. in Oshawa that the setting 
up of such a park would likely be 
recommended. He suggested the 
hilly and sandy country to the 
south-east of Port Perry, a spot 
about ten miles out of Oshawa. 

“The Port Perry group is enthus!- 
astic about the whole idea,” Mr. 
Macdonald was quoted in the re- 
port. “The parks are wanted in 
areas which have been abandoned 
by farmers but which would grow 
stands of timber and enough bush 
to support animal life.”

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EDITORIALS 


TOWN PLANNING NEEDS 
RIGID CONTROL BY THE PEOPLE... 

A few years ago Town Planning was introduced 
to the people of Lindsay and was drowned in a flood 
of protests because it showed signs of being made 
up of restrictive legislation of an undesirable mature: 
The Town Planning proposals advanced earlier this 
week in a special committee meeting of Council could 
turn out to be no less restrictive and therefore call 
for the closest scrutiny and supervision by the people 
of Lindsay. 

It is conceded by almost everyone that certain 
common-sense regulations are necessary for the 
healthy development of a community. Most people 
aie te and readily accept, legislation of a local 
nature designed to make for a better community but 
they are also quick to’ sense unjust and harsh regula- 
tone: which, if imposed, would be unnecessarily 
restrictive. It is for this reason that “The Post” is 
advocating that any draft of a Town Planning by-law 
be first submitted to the public for approval by ballot. 
It further advocates that if a Town By-law is drafted 
and approved in this manner, provision should be made 
therein for a new vote on the whole by-law annually. 
This appears to be the only way in which the interests 
of the majority of the townsfolk can be protected 
from measures which might tend to become discrim- 
inatory or overly-restrictive. 

There is only one way in which Lindsay citizens 
can assure themselves of this protection and that is 
by getting in touch with their councillors and advising 
them of their wishes. 

Town Planning is. it must be remembered, linked 
with a department of the Provincial Government and 
it is a well-known fact that when a municipality allies 
itself too closely with outside government agencies 
it tends to share the driving reins and local govern- 
ment is no longer in full control. It is held that Town 
Planning, to be effective, must have the endorsement 
of an authority higher than Town Council. This, we 
are told, is necessary to give it “teeth.” Such being 
the case it can readily be seen that it is necessary 
to have extra strong “teeth” in the Town Planning 
by-law to protect citizens from their governments in 
case they should try to bite the hands that are feeding 
them. 

“The Post” believes the town will be making a 
serious mistake and one that cannot be remedied, if 
it once allows the Lindsay Government to be dominated 
by the Ontario Government or in fact any other 
government. 

Council must not let a fine sales talk by a govern- 
ment spokesman carry away their discretion. Reason- 
able planning, with as few restrictions as possible is 
very desirable, and if these plans are really good, 
the people will be quick to sense them and indicate 
their approval at the polls. 

The only way in which the town can be fully 
protected is to have a clause written into the Town 
Planning By-law which would subject it to annual 
submission to the people for approval for another year 
or rejection, It should also subject any revisions for 
the voters’ approval and specify how much money 
will be allocated to this work for each approved year. 


LIGHTS ATTRACT 

Lindsay, it would appear, is likely to have its 
coloured lights restored. Council has requested the 
chairman of its Lighting Committee to look into the 
cost of having these coloured lights repaired or re- 
placed and he has already advised members that many 
of the townsfolk have requested that the lights be 
restored. 

Coloured lights suspended over the main thorough- 
fare take away the drabness of an ordinarily lighted 
street and lend it a carnival atmosphere. Lights of 
any kind attract and scoloured lights more so than 
white, therefore if the object is to make Lindsay’s 
downtown area as attractive as possible during the 
evening hours, multi-coloured lights are probably one 
answer, 

These coloured lights are especially striking during 
Yule season and on other occasions when the Town 
is in a festive mood, such as at fair time, during club 
carnivals and so forth. During the tourist season, 
these lights no doubt -help to stimulate the holiday 
spirit among those who pass this way at night. 

There is, however, another point to be considered. 
Lindsay is not overly-well lighted in some areas in- 
sofar as street lights are concerned and the question 
arises as to whether or not it might not be more 
prudent to apply the cost of maintaining coloured 
lights towards improving lighting elsewhere. If the 
cost of the coloured lights is not excessive and would 
not contribute much in the way of extra street lighting 
if applied, it is doubtful if economic fault can be found 
in restoring them.

OTHERS SAY 


FREIGHT RATES 


Hvyery time the railway brotherhoods gain a new 
wage increase, freight rates go Up. But apart from 
rising costs due to increasing wages, the railways seem 
to be battling continuously for higher tariffs which 
are opposed by all provinces except Quebec and On- 
tario. The reason for the exceptions is obvious. 
Since Quebee and Ontario are the great centres of 
production and consumption, higher freight rates do 
not effect either the cost of producing goods or the 
cost of living in these provinces. 

Railways must operate at a profit if they are 
to survive. That is an axiom. In Canada, of course, 
with one free enterprise railway and one nationalized, 
the situation is a little complex but the standard has 
to be G.P.R. What is objectionable is that the econ- 
omic set up of Canada, with trade always moving in an 
east-west direction, is basically unsound. It makes 
the fringe provinces hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for the provinces in the centre. 

The only solution to the problem is to seek some 
system of rate equalization whereby distance from the 
centre does not become an intolerable handicap.

NEW HOMES AROUND ORILLIA 
REFLECTING CHANGING TREND 


Few people have failed to notice and comment 
on the attractiveness of a large percentage of the 
new homes which are so numerous in and around 
Orillia. 

In most of them there is a definite evidence of 
a new trend in Canadian preferences. And, although 
similarity in design is common, it also strikes one 
that much more imagination than used to be the case 
is displayed in their layouts. Yet in this departure 
from the stereotyped, the trend is distinctly toward 
simple and especially one-story homes. 

Note of this change in Canadian—and American 
—trends was taken by a Montreal architect of 45 
years’ experience, Harold Lawson, who the other day 
was honored by a merit medal for service to his 
profession. 

Once, he noted, tradition strongly influenced 
architectural styles, and all architects worked within 
the framework of specific styles and periods. But 
of late there has been a gradual change, influenced 
largely by continental moves. It is unlikely that Cana- 
dians will ever return to the overcrowded buildings 
of the past. The new trend in homes is toward 
simplicity, with as many labor saving devices as couples 
ean afford. 

In general building trends, Canada is tied to the 
United States. Like those across the border, Cana- 


dian architects have stripped today’s buildings of many ~ 


“meaningless’ ornaments, which used to be tacked to 
buildings just because-it was believed to be the thing 
to do. And there is a decreasing preference for tall 
buildings, because people want homes simple and con- 
yenient throughout. : . 

The probability is, moreover, that only the start 
of the influence of new ideas on Canadian architecture 
has been seen. For according to Mr. Lawson more 
young young people in Canada than ever before are 
entering the profession, and there are also scores of 
continental architects anxious to settle in Canada. The 
influence of both groups is likely to make itself more 
and more evident.—Orillia News-Letter 


SUNDOG.... 


There are such things in the world as sunbears, 
sunbirds and sundogs. Sunbears are small bears about 
four feet long and are found in Southern Asia, Java, 
Sumatra and Borneo, Sunbirds, of which there are 
two species, the ‘sunbird’ and the ‘sunbittern’, are to 
be found in Africa and South America respectively. 
Sundogs on the other hand are not living creatures as 
many people are aware but are phenomena seen in 
the sky bordering the setting sun when atmospheric 
conditions are right for their appearance. This winter 
has been an exceptionally good season for sundogs 
and they have put in an appearance on numerous oc- 
casions—usually in pairs, one on either side of the 
sun. 

When the old timers used to see these sundogs 
on the horizon they forecast a change in the weather. 
some folks claimed the presence of sundogs in the sky 
‘portended a stormy spell, others we content to settle 
for a change. The latter was perhaps the wisest pre- 
diction and the least apt to backfire because it is an 
unusual spell of weather that is not attended by change 
in one form or another. However, it is a fact that in 
those days people seemed to have more time to study 
the skies and (thelr observations undoubtedly were of 
considerable value in determining to some extent the 
weather outlook. - 

Just in case you have never troubled to read up 
on sundogs, it may be of Interest to learn that a sundog 
is also called a ‘parhelion’, just plain ‘dog’ and ‘weather 
gall.’ Webster's describes a sundog as being a “frag- 
mentary rainbow, a small rainbow near the horizon.” 
Checking up on ‘parhelion’ we found that it is the best 
word under which to seek a good description of a sun- 
dog. A parhelion, is is stated, “is a mock sun in the 
form of a bright light, often tinged with color, some- 
times near the sun, and sometimes opposite to it (in 
this case usually called an antheon). Called also sundog. 
Several parahelia, symmetrically distributed, are often 
seen at once, They are due to the same cause as halos, 
of which they may be regarded as intensified parts.” 

It might be an interesting pastime for some of us 
moderns to take (ime to record the appearance of sun- 
dogs and the subsequent behaviour of the weather. 
Perhaps some people now make a hobby of this and 
if there are those in this district who do, it would be 
interesting to hear from them,

The complainant in the case, the 
landlord of the accused, told the 
Court that he had met the accused 
on Kent Street E. about 6.35 p.m. 
and a discussion had ensued about 
a tree that had been cut down. The 
accused, he said, had struck a blow 
to his head and had also “clinched” 
him, knocking him to the ground. 


The complainant's brother-in-law

Promised Municipalities 
In Speech From Throne 


Toronto, Feb. 12—BUP—The third 
| session of the 24th Ontario Legis- 
| lature opened (at 3 p.m, today) with 
a speech from the throne indicating 
| the major legislation would give 
municipalities new strength and 
powers. 

The speech, read by Lieutenant 
Governor Louis O. Breithaupt, in- | 
dicated it would be one of the “soft- 
| est” sittings since World War Two 
and gave no hint of any action 
which formerly had made the On- 
tario house one of the stormiest in 
the country. 

“Very important measures ...- - 
tending to strengthen the auton- 
omy and powers of municipalities) 
throughout Ontario” were promised, | 
with emphasis on the contentious 
Municipal Board report which sets 
up a municipal federation for the 
Toronto area of more than one mil- 
lion persons—roughly one fifth of 
Ontario's population. 

Members had already studied | 
the report, which recommended a 
super-government to control water, 
sewage, education, transportation, | 
highways, housing, parks, planning, 
| taxation and finance. 

The throne speech said “most | 
important” legislation would be in- 
troduced. It pointed out provincial | 
assistance to municipalities multi- 
plied six times jn the last nine | 
| years to a present 120 million dol- 
| lar chunk of the budget, 
| It said the Toronto area, one of 
the greatest in Canada, urgently 


that more should be spent on edu- | 
cating adults, 

Mr. Cummins added that girls | 
were misbehaving as well as the 
boys.

Yields Surplus 


'Of 46-Million 


Toronto Feb, 14 = 14 --(BUP)- The 
Provincial Auditor’s Report issued 
today shows the Ontario Govern- 
ment collected almost 46 million 
dollars more than it expected dur- 


| ing the last fiscal year ended March 


31st. 
Premier Leslie Frost budgeted for 
more than 256 million dollar 


revenue, and received more than 
302 million. 

The report also shows the govern- 
ment spent almost 267 million dol- 
jars, about 18 and a half million 
over the budget. 

The surplus dropped to 463 thou- 
sand dollars after the government, 
deposited 34 million dollars in the 
Sinking Fund to pay off debentures 
--20 million dollars more than was 
included in the budget, 

Other figures in the report show 
subsidies on roads and highways 
took more than 48 million dollars 
net capital expenditures, 12 and a 
half million more than. the previous 
year. 

The Provincial Auditor recom- 
mended the province should raise 
its contributions to the Teachers! 
Superannuation Fund from four per 
cent to six.

Very few -if any - transportation 
systems in Oanada can boast that 
that they have reduced fares In the 
past 30 years; in fact most systems 
have doubled them in that time. 

Garton Coach Lines, operating 
out of Bowmanville and serving the 
Lindsay area, under the manage- 
ment of Clare Garton, can lay 
claim to this achievement, how- 
ever, for commuters’ fares on this 
system now are actually less than 
they were when the firm was star- 
ted 30 years ago. 

At that time, commuters tickets 
between Bowmanville and Oshawa 
were 25 cents straight, or 12 trips 
for $3.00. Since January of thls year 
when the new type of commuters’ 
tickets went into use, the fare for 
12 trips has been $2.35 a reduction 
of 65 cents on the 1923 rates. 

In addition to being cheaper, 
the new commuters tickets now in 
use on Garton Coach Lines are also 
much more convenient both for the 
bus driver and passenger. The dif- 
ferent areas which the line serves 
are divided into zones, and the 
ticket is a different colour for each 
zone, For example, from Oshawa 
to Bowmanville is Zone 35, and the 
ticket is a salmon colour.

Mr. Garton 
hhas been manager of the entire 
system since 1947, and before that 
managed one of the routes operat- 
ed by his father. 

The system is now operating 17 
buses 8ver three main routes: Bow- 
manville, Oshawa and Whitby; 
Bowmanville to Lindsay and Bob- 
caygeon via Newcastle and Orono, 
and Bowmanville to Blackstock via 
Hampton, Enniskillen and Burketon, 

Three special buses take district 
students to the Bowmanville Dis-

The people of Fenelon Falls are 
being urged to build a hospital sim- 
ilar to the one which Port Perry 
has just completed. An open letter 
directed to the people of Fenelon 
Falls has been written by Dean J. | 
Kelly, of Oshawa, a native of the | 
cataract village. 

Kelly writes and we quote his | 
letter; 

I have just returned from the 
new Port Perry Community Hospital 
where they are making final ar- 
rangements for the opening of their 
beautiful edifice, a gigantic under- 
taking for a town considerably | 
smaller than Fenelon Falls. It 


so impressed me that it set mej, 


thinking “Why couldn’ Fenelon 
Falls, Kawartha Lakes’ most beau- 


tiful summer. resort, have one! 
equally as good?” 
Immediately we will hear} 


moans and sighs from, certain 
parties who are only interested 
in the old refrain “Keep the 
taxes down, keep down civic} 
expenses and keep down the light 
bills”, while the town struggles 
on without sufficient power to 
maintain its normal operation, 
let alone any new industry that 
might venture to park on our fair 
commons. While many people 
of vision will say “Let's buy & 
new diesel generator", others 
ave anxious to cast off their ap- 
pointed duties and sell us out to 
the Hydro and their increased 
rates, False economy never has 
paid off and never will, but back 
lo our proposed hospital project. 

The finance end of it is strange- 

ly not the hardest part of it, Let 
us for a moment look at the figures. 
The Ontario Government alone 
gave to the municipalities no less 
than 13 Million Dollars in the last 
twenty-four months for hospital 
building and the Federal Govern- 
ment a fixed per-bed grant on every 
bed. In maintenance grants alone 
the Ontario Government paid 8 
million more last year. Township 
grants and pro-rata contributions 
from neighbouring communities | 
make up the balance. In Port Perry 
only Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
out of the total One Hundred and 
Seventy-five Thousand Dollars was | 
raised by the townsfolk, Even the 
hospitals running in the red were 
given special grants toward thelr 
deficits. At this time while the 
Provincial and Federal Governments 
have large surpluses in their budg- 
ets would be the ideal time to make 
application for charter.

Dog license time again 


Chief Reminds Owners That By-law 


Forbids Dogs Ru 


Lindsay’s dog owners have re- 
ceived a reminder on two points. . . 
(1) that it’s time to obtain a new 
license for dogs and (2) that it’s 
against the law to let dogs run at 
large. 

There are two separate notices 
in the mail --- one from Town 


| Clerk Allely setting forth the li- 


cense fees and pointing out that 
every dog over two months old 
must have a license and the other 
from Police Chief Hunter defining 
the law pertaining to dogs running 
at large. 

Chief Hunter directs attention 
to the by-law regarding dogs run- 
ning at large which reads in part: 

“No person shall allow his dog to 

in-at large in any public highway 
or other public place in the Town of 
Lindsay. A dog shall be deemed to 
be running at large when found in 
any highway or other public place 
and not on a leash”. 

Chief Hunter concludes his dir- 
ective by stating “Your observance 
of this by-law will be appreciated 
by your neighbours and by the 
Police. Instructions have been is- 
sued by Council that this by-law be 
strictly enforced. In addition to 
any other penalty provided, dogs 


‘running at large are liable to be 


captured and destroyed.’=

‘Cost-of-dying’ 
Sends Lot Prices 
Up At Pt. Perry 


A report from Port Perry indi- 
cates that the ‘cost-of-dying’ is 
an item which bears watching these 
days. Ontario Pine Grove Cemetery 
Co. lost $70.95 on last year’s oper- 
ations and $10 has been tacked 
onto the sales price of all lots. 

Treasurer R. D, Woon, who starts 
his 20th year in that position, sub- 
mitted a report that showed re- 
ceipts of $2,586.84, disbursements 
of $2,757.79 and deficit of $70.95 
on the year’s operations. “There 
were no expenditures for repairs 
or extra improvements, just the 
regular expenses,” said Mr. Woon. 
“Deficits have occured nearly 
every year since 1946. This is main- 
ly due to low interest rate of the 
perpetual care investments and the 
increase in expenses.” 

The question of how to increase 
the income was very thoroughly 
discussed by those present. The 
Board has only three sources of 
income - sale of lots) opening gra- 
ves, and the care of lots which is 
either from interest on the invest- 
ments; or paid anually when not on 
perpetual care. “It has been hoped 
that things would right themselves 
but they have -not.” 

Tt was finally decided that prices 
would iiave to be increased. It was 
then agreed to add $10 to the price 
of all lots for sale and $5 to the 
charge for opening graves. “This 
Was done with a great amount of 
regret for the Board have tried to 
keep the charges as low as possible 
which have proved to be too low.” 

Mr, Grant Christie, starting his 
| 17th year as president, reported 
that very little extra work Kad been 
done during the year except the 
removal of som, trees that were 
getting dangerous.

4 first the causes of present losses would be to invite 
disaster on a much greater scale. 

» We have on hand the latest engineer’s report and 
a reading of it gives the unpleasant impression that 
there is nothing, except perhaps appearance to com- 
mend the present buildings—they are useless to have 
anything to do with and must be scrapped—The beauti- 
ful proposed new -buildings are the answer to every- 
thing at a price we cannot afford. It reminds us of 
when we have taken our old but good car into a 
garage for washing and the manager paints such a 
gloomy. picture of our old wreck and glows over the 
beauty and advantages of the new model that we fall 
for his sales talk and buy his car. Then next week a 
neighbor around the corner tells of his wonderful buy 
in a good as new used car, and it turns out to be 
ours. Salesmen are wonderful people. 

Fear has been put into the minds of many people 
py the claim of some ardent money spenders of other's 
money, that if they took sick there would be no room 
for them at the hospital. So we went over the record 

} of the days that patients spent in the hospital over 
the past years and it is quickly noticed that the demand 
is tapering off in the last two years, instead of increas- 
ing. The peak year seems to be in 1945, some eight 
years ago and it was about ‘ten per cent greater than 
4951 which is the last for which figures are shown 
jn the engineer's tables. We make the above state- 
ments to allay fears of lack of accommodation. 

But remember the Ross Memorial Hospital does 
need help to put its financial house in order and it will 
need a strong management to do it, and it must be 
done from within. 

If there is need for expansion this should be taken 
care of by other smaller centres carrying their share 
by building small hospitals of their own—at Fenelon 
Falls, perhaps, and other places, by extending the 
hospital at Haliburton and by letting Port Perry take 
care of some territory. If Lindsay needs a new hos- 
pital why should it be planned on a highway instead 
of a secluded spot with large grounds and parking 
facilities? 

Once the hospital is on its financial feet through 
strong buying and saving policies and the management 
realize they must make a go of it like any private 
business, there will be no trouble to enthuse different 
clubs or organizations to undertake various specific 
improvements. One citizen suggested that a well-built 
Quonset hut style building could be erected at the rear 
of the hospital for convalescent cases. The improve- 
ment of operating room equipment, the division of 
public wards by light partitions, the planning of new 
wash rooms, the decorating of wards, the use of board 
rooms for patients, the establishment of more complete 

kitchens, and countless other things suggested, could 
be accomplished without cost to the hospital. It is 
the spirit of co-operation and selfless service that will 
win out and not more money, more space, more loss. 

Yes, we are in favour of all getting together to 
practically assist our hospital for it has a reputation 
for nursing care that is a priceless asset. But a new 
hospital at a million dollars, or more? — No - - 

We believe that painters, carpenters, plumbers, 
plasterers, electricians, contractors, business men and 
others would individually be proud to give some hours 
or days of their time without cost to the improvement 
of the hospital. 

The new management needs the support of all 
citizens and this can be won by their untiring industry, 

economy and efficiency in the administration of every 
minute detail concerning the Ross Memorial Hospital. 
Let the citizens of this district have a monthly report 
on its progress to success.”

lowa Man Offers 
Suggestion To 
Help Lindsay 


A man who lives a long way from 
Lindsay has taken a kindly inter- 
est in some of its problems. J. R. 
Breene, of Hamilton, Iowa, was 
passing through Lindsay the other 
day and happened to notice in 
“THE POST" that rats and their 
disposal were the subject of con- 
siderable controversy. He has writ- 
ten the following interesting letter 
on the subject: 

Tebruary 23rd, 1953. 
To the Editor, 
LINDSAY DAILY POST, 
Lindsay, Ontario, 
My Dear Sir: 

I acquired a copy of your wide- 
awake paper while in Lindsay re- 
cently and noticed that rat killing: 
is considered by SOMe to be a mys- 
terious and rather costly matter. 

IT am glad to pass along to you 
what information I remember on 
this subject and hope ib may be 
of some help in your local problem. 

A new drug discovery Was given 
considerable publicity several years 
ago. The name given it is “War- 
farin” and it was worked out by 
some agricultural specialists in 
Wisconsin, U. S. and it has been 
tested and tried out in many parts 
of the U.S.A. with fine results. 

There are probably now a num- 
ber of trade names to rat mixtures 
on sale but as long as this Warfar- 
in is contained in any one, you 
should try it, It does not cost much 
and anyone can mix up @ mash with 
it in. No I do not sell it, if that’s 
what you might think. 

The nice point is that there is no 
arsenic or such in it and so is not 
dangerous to leave around where 
children or pets might get into it. 
A very small quantity is mixed into 
fresh whole ground corn and left

GRANTS 
PLAN 


Provincial grants to Ontario mut- 
icipalities will be paid on an en- 
tirely different basis if a pill in= 
troduced in the Ontario Legislat- 
ure today becomes law. The new 
bill was introduced by Premier Les- 
lie Frost who reviewed the basis 
on which grants are being paid to 
municipalities at the present time 
and outlined the new proposals 

“We are proposing,” said Premier 
Frost, ‘to bring into effect in the 
same year that the Toronto Metro- 
politan Council begins its real op- 
erations, namely 1954, a new plan 
of grants-in-aid to all municipal- 
ities, The municipalities have con~ 
tinuously urged a change in pro- 
cedure, while at the same time they 
have maintained that revisions in 
grants should not be made effec- 
tive until the beginning of the en- 
suing year, when they may be tak- 
en into account in their budgets. 
The new grant system, payable 
throughout the Province, will 
therefore come into force on Jan- 
uary Ist, 1954, coinciding with the 
earliest date at which the Metro- 
politan Council can operate other 
than for purely organizational pur- 
poses.” 

“The trend for many years,” the 
Premier continued “has been for the 
Province to assume an increasing 
share of municipal services and to 
provide greatly increased grants. 
The extent to which this assist- 
ance has grown is scarcely realized. 
In the days of the first world wap, 
the municipalities of -Ontario con= 
tributed one mill of their assess- 
ment to the Treasurer to help de- 
fray the cost of provincial services 
and indeed it was only as recently 
as the 1930's that it was the mun- 
icipalities which made contribu- 
tions to King’s highways, old age 
pensions, mothers’ allowances and 
tubercular sanitaria. Now all that 
is changed. The municipalities no 
longer make contributions to these 
services. 

“Since the Government came into 
office, the whole assistance pro- 
gram has been accelerated. © When 
I first became Provincial Treasur- 
er, the annual grants to municip- 
alities, including those payable to 
school and hospital boards, totalled 
$18 million; this year, 1952-53, they 
are $120 million. In the ten years 
that I have been Treasurer, the 
Province has increased its grants- 
in-aid to municipalities by over 
$100 million. If it were not for this 
increase, the municipal levy across 
the Province would, on the average, 
have to be nearly 40 per cent high- 
er to finance the level of services 
now enjoyed. On the whole, I be- 
lieve the provincia] grants have 
achieved the major purpose for 
which they were designed and I am 
quite sure no one would wish us to 
withdraw the grants that are pay- 
able in support of education, roads, 
hospitals or homes for the aged. 

“The grants for fire and police 
are, however, in a different cate- 
gory. As the Honourable Members 
will recall, the Province undertook 
in 1949 to pay to every munici{pal- 
ity having a Pire or Police Depart- 
ment a grant ranging from 10 per 
cent to 25 per cent of the cost of 
the Fire and Police Departments ™ 
inverse ratio to the population of 
the municipality. The legislation. 
was prepared against a background 
of deteriorating international am- 
ity. The equipment of the Fire and 
Police services has since then been 
very greatly improved and the 
Province, almost entirely without 
cost to the municipalities, will this 
year complete the standardization 
of hose couplings and equipment 
throughout Ontario. The purpose 
of these grants, which is set out in 
the Budget of 1949, was twofold: 
first, the improvement of services; 
and secondly compensation for so- 
cial services performed by the mun- 
{cipalities. 

“From the very beginning, the 
Fire and Police granis haye been 
criticized as an infringement of 
local autonomy and as a subject 


properly to be financed by local 
taxation. The fact is they have 
never produced satisfaction. The 


local Fire and Police Departments 
have, however, been elevated to a

Ice harvesting falls upon evil days

this winter .... the vagaries of the 
weather which have produced one 
of the most unusual winters in the 
miemory of most people in these 
parts have made it almost impossible 
to get on with the work. When the 
accompanying pictures were taken 


carried out by the Lindsay Ice 
Company the winter had already) 
adyanced into February and no ice 
to speak of had been cut. Now with 
February nearing an end the sit- 
uation has changed but little and 
the prospects for getting out enough 
ice to meet next season’s demands 
are dwindling daily. 

Visiting the base of operations 
just offshore from Pleasant Pt., on 
February 6th, “THE POST” found 
the equipment was not in opera- 
tion and some of the local resi- 
dents explained that the equipment 
had broken down. Going out for a 
Closer look at the tools of the 
trade, it was noted that the ice 
seemed none too sturdy. Although 
if appeared to be about a foot thick, 
it was covered with water and 
caused one to wonder if the equip- 
ment might not break through it. 
Later, in conversation with Chas. 
T, Campbell, proprietor of the 
business, it was learned that op- 
erations had not been suspended 
because the equipment broke down 
but because it was considered un- 
safe to work on the ice. Conditions 
were then deteriorating rapidly in 
the face of a driving wind and rain. 

On February 22nd, another visit 
was niade to the scetie and” this: 
time even the equipment had been 
pulled to the safety of shore. Today 
it is reported that the weekend 
cold snap has encouraged the ice- 
cutters to prepare to make another 
start. 

Harvesting ice is an interesting 
occupation although if does have 
its hazardous side in fickle weather 
such as has prevailed this winter. 
The blocks are cut by circular saws 
(sometimes two, sometimes three) 
operating together, on a single 
shaft. These saws are used in such 
a@ way as to make a checkerboard 
of the area to be harvested. The 
more saws used, the greater the 
daily ice cut. A channel leading 
from this area to the loading ma- 
chine is sawed out and then the 
business of prying off the blocks 
commences. The saws cut to within 
about three inches of the bottom of 
the ice and it is an easy matter to 
spring the blocks and send them 
floating up the loading channel. 
There they are caught up on an 
endless belt which has stoppers at 
intervals to snag the blocks of ice 
and lift them to the platforms of 
waiting trucks. The open weather 
greatly reduced the size of the 
loads being transported across the 
ice to the sawdust storage bins on 
the few days when work has been 
possible. 

During winters when snow is*a 
problem, scrapers are employed to 
clear the area to be harvested to 
reduce the “snow cap’ of the ice 
block to a minimum, 

Lindsay Ice, its owner points out, 
normally could cut more ice than it 
would require for resale. Thus it 
has been his custom to contract to 
harvest ice for resort owners in the 
area, This year he has contracted 
but so far is having difficulty ful- 
filling the contracts, He is even 
doubtful if he'll be able to meet 
the requirements of his own com- 
pany. 

Only bright spot in the picture is 
the fact that whatever ice is har- 
vested will likely be of top quality 
—all ice and no snow. Usually the 
ice one buys in summer ts topped 
with a layer of “weak” ice which 
Accumulates during the intermit- 
tent snowfalls,

Verulam Voices 
Disapproval Of 
Lindsay Move 


Verulam Township Council has 
served notice that it does not agree 
with Lindsay's move to drop the 
extra mill which it has paid to the 
support of the Victoria County 
District High School Ares. At a 
February meeting of the council, 
the clerk Was authorized to inform 
the High School Board that Veru- 
Jam expects the Board to make 
certain that Lindsay continues to 
pay the first mill to the Board. 

Lindsay~-council, at a meeting 
earlier this year, approved a 
resolution that Lindsay discontinue 
paying an extra mill to the support 
of the Victoria County District 
High School Board, In the past two 
years since the Board’s formation 
in this district, the town of Lind- 
say has paid the first mill towards 
the support of the Area and then 
has contributed its share on the 
same basis as the other municipali- 
ties in the Area, 

Verulam council, at its Febru- 
ary meeting, authorized the clerk 
to write a letter to the secretary of 
the High School Board, advising 
the Board that the Verulam Goun- 
cil “is depending on the Board to 
take the necessary steps to see 
that the original arrangement with 
Lindsay is still carried out.” 

The High School Board, which 
met last week, appointed a five- 
man committee which is scheduled 
to meet the Lindsay Council to- 
night to ask that Lindsay pay the 
Board the same amount as it paid 
as its first mill contribution in 
1951.

When all the battles cease then, if we've learned 
by mutual endurance, by dangers shared, by fighting 
side by side, to understand each other, then we'll forge 
a pride, not in ourselves, but in our joint assurance 
to the whole world, when all the carnage ends, that 
men can still be free and still be friends.

Educated Here, 
Teacher Dies 
At Hamilton 


A school teacher who was well 
known in this region in his youth 
has died at Hamilton. 8. Girvin 
Devitt, former Latin and history 
teacher at Hamilton's Central Col- 
legiate, now Central Secondary 
School, died unexpectedly as he 
was helping prepare for a seryice 
club ladies’ night in Hamilton, 

Mr. Devitt was born in Cart- 
wright Township, not far from 
Lindsay, and when he was a young 
‘oy, moved with his parents to 
Lindsay. His lifetime of endeav- 
our In the field of education is a 
tradition of the family. His father 
was chairman of the Board of Edu- 
cation in Lindsay and now, years 
later, his son, John G. Devitt, is a 
secondary school teacher in Ham- 
iiton. 

When he retired at the end of 
1950 from 38 and one-half years In 
the classroom, he was regarded as 
the dean of Hamilton secondary 
school teachers. His teaching 
career in this city extended over a 
35 and one-half year period. - His 
friends were legion, for his students, 
soon after they came under the in- 
fluence of his extraordinary person- 
ality, were his friends. 

At the time of his retirement 
tributes to his teaching ability were 
numerous and heartfelt. He led all 
secondary school teachers in the 
length of service he had given the 
Board of Education of this city. 

Always an exponent of the neces- 
sity of learning the fundamentals 
of education, Mr. Devitt used to 
think that the fundamentals were 
fighting a losing battle to the gla- 
morous side of life. 

One of Founders 

He will be remembered for his 
part as one of the six founders of 
the Ontario Secondary School 
Teachers’ Federation. More than 
20 years ago six Hamilton teach- 
ers drew up a proposed plan for the 
federation, had it published in the 
local press at their own expense, 
then purchased 1,000 copies of the 
Paper and mailed them to second- 
ary school teachers throughout the 
province. 

Mr, Devitt graduated from high 
school and from the Lindsay Model 
School, where teachers-to-be got a 
four-month course to train them 
for their duties. 

Later he studied at Victoria Uni- 
versity in Toronto and at the College 
of Education, then known as the 
Faculty of Education. His first job 
was that of a rural public school 
teacher near Lindsay. He taught 
for one year at Brantford Colleg- 
iate, then came to Hamilton in 1915. 

Always a devout churchman, Mr, 
Devitt was a member of Ryerson 
United Church. For over 30 years 
he was a member of the official 
board. Upon his fetirement in Jan- 
uary of this year, he was appointed 
a trustee and representative to the 
presbytery. 

For years he had taught a Sun- 
day School adult Bible class, and he 
also served as chairman of the 
Sunday Sctioo) advisory committee, 

Mr. Devitt was a member of the 
board of governors of the Optimist 
Club. His particular interest had 
been boys’ work. 

Since retiring from his teaching, 
his life has been scarcely less act- 
ive than in classroom days. He 
maintained his close association 
with young persons in many ways, 
among them as mentor for the Hi- 
Y Club of the Y.M.C.A, 

He had also been a member of 
the Probationers’ Aid Society in 
former days. 

A 32-degree Mason, Mr. Devitt 
Was a member of Acacia Lodge and 
St. John’s Lodge No. 40, Murton 
Lodge of Perfection, Hamilton Soy- 
erelgn Chapter of Rose Croix and 
Moore Sovereign Consistory, 

Predeceased by his wife in 1943, 
and by two sisters, he is survived by 
his son, John G, Devitt, at home; 
one daughter, Mrs. Bruce Smith, of 
Toronto; and two grandchildren.

seed, when started early under 
protection, or in the garden itself 
as soon as the weather permits, 

The garden illustrated is a sim- 
ple arrangement of border plant- 
ings for a small house where the 
walk leads from the private 
driveway to the front door. Both 
house and lot will be made to 
seem larger by this arrangement. 
Bright red, or pink salvias, and 
clear, vivid red, pink, blue and 
buff verbenas will provide a bril- 
liant decoration for the house. 

Both salvia and verbenas are 
slow growing, and seed should be 
started early in a hot-bed or 
greenhouse, so that plants of good 
size can be set out as soon as 
danger of frost is over. If seed is 
sown directly in the garden, flow- 
ers may be delayed two or three 
weeks, Sweet alyssum, however, 
will grow quickly from seed and 
either a dwarf white variety, or 
the dark purple Violet Queen 
Alyssum may be used. If the 
plants are sheared when they 
grow too tall, flowers will be in- 
creased, and a low growing bor- 
der constantly maintained.

“The new grant to begin in 1954 
may be used by each municipality 
for any purpose suited to its local 
needs, There will be no inspection 
or regulation by the Province and 
no strings of any kind attached. 
The grants will amount to $150 per 
capita to the smallest villages and 
townships and will range up, de- 
pending on population, to $4.00 per 
capita to the largest municipality. 

(A statement of the scale is 
shown). This new plan will 
provide assistance towards welfare 
costs. It can be statistically demon- 
strated that the larger the 
population of a municipality, the 
larger the per capita expenditure it 
requires for welfare purposes. The

toward municipal welfare costs. 
Fire and police grants, as stated, 
were designed to be in part a con- 


tribution to municipal welfare costs, | 


but there was no uniformity in 
actual operation.

The 
new per capita system will cure 
that. In passing it may be said that 
as a matter of practical administra- 
tion and in the interests of economy 
certain welfare matters have to be 
dealt with on the municipal level. 
The new grants will in all cases be 
a substantial contribution in com- 
pensation. 

“The aggregate of 


Jation wilt amount to $11,374,950. 
By 1954, they will be adjusted 
upwards in accordance with in- 
creases in population to 
$12,000,000, of course quite without 
strings. Fire and police grants in 
1951-52 amounted to $3,573,585. so 
the new grants represent a very 
substantial increase. These grants 
are taking the Province into & 
municipal grant system quite new 
in Canada. We have had, as has the 
Provincial - Municipal Committee, 
the advantage of studying the New 
York system which was brought 
about partly by the State taking 
over for central administration 
certain municipal taxing powers. 
Then the larger municipalities, 
because of larger welfare and other 
responsibilities, received the larger 
grants. In New York State, to pro- 
vide stability for both the State and 
the municipalities the grants are 
fixed on the basis of the 10 year 
census. We are introducing an im- 
portant new feature providing that 
an additional adjustment will be 
Made on each subsequent occasion 
that the population of a munici- 
pality Increases by 7 per cent or 
more. The formula to determine 
such increase will be set up by 
regulation. Any system based on 
population must be fixed upon & 
census as there is no method of 
calculating the population of muni- 
cipalities which is sufficiently ac- 
curate to register population chan- 
ges which could be used Without, 
in effect, taking a new census of 
the area, and this {s not practicable. 
Using the 7 per ceht variable 
makes new calculations necessary 
only in the most unusual cases.

of assisting the municipalities at 
every opportunity always, of course, 
in the light of our own proyincjal 
obligations, which are very heavy.

A suggestion has been made that 
Lindsay go back to the days when 
the town was protected by 2 volun- 
teer brigade.

B. C. Maidens, chair- 
man of the finance committee, at 
the end of discussion on the Fire 
Department budget on Monday 
evening. Increases in salaries at 
the Fire Hall this year, as proposed, 
will increase the budget by $1,500 
say some members of council. 

Ald. John L. Baker, as chairman 
of the Town Property: Committee, 
read two letters from Fire Chief 
Alex. Wylie, one requesting a salary 
increase from his present salary 
of $2,250 to $3,000 per year and the 
other requesting that council con- 
sider purchasing q car for the use 
of the Department in imspection, 
etc. 

“Thi; is a fire hazard here’ said 
Ald. Maidens. 

Deputy-reeve Hick explained that 
Chief Wylie was paid $2,250 per 
year and was given an apartment 
above the Fire Hall, valued at $480 
per year. 

Ald. Maidens claimed that some 
apartments in Lindsay rented as 
high as $70 per month. Ald. Maidens 
noted that the Chief received free 
telephone, light, heat and water 
also. 

“If we are to value the apartment 
as part of the salary,” said Ald. 
Ww. S. W. Breese, “we must take 
it at its face value.” 

Ald. Baker explained that the 
Fire Hall apartment was not sourg- 
proofed and gasoline fumes, etc., 
were able to enter it. 

“Let’s straighten out his salary 
and then tackle the apartment,” 
said Reeve Richard Butler. 

“It's all the same thing,” said Ald. 
Baker. 

Deputy-reeve Hick, after further 
discussion, suggested $200 as an 
increase for this year. Ald. Mai- 
dens suggested that the Chief be 
raised “to a good salary” and be 
charged $60 per month for the 
apartment and be asked to pay for 
light and heat. 

Ald. Breese suggested assessing 
the value of the apartment at $60 
per month and reasoned that with 
this value of $720 per year, plus 
Chief Wylle’s salary of $2,250, he 
was still being paid $310 less than 
Chief Hunter. 

Deputy-reeve Hick suggested $200 
increase dgain and stated that with 
$60 per month for the apartment 
this would mean an annual salary 
of $3,170. Ald. Baker asked if the 
council would pay Chief Wylie 
$3,170 if he chose to live elsewhere. 
Ald. Baker suggested an increase 
of $250 and counci] members ten= 
tatively accepted this figure making 
Chief Wrylie’s proposed salary 
$2,500, 

In reviewing the proposal for the 
firemen, Ald. Harrigan stated that 
he could see no reason why firemen 
should not receive as much as 
policemen. ‘These people all have 
to live,’ he said, “and they shouldn't 
be penalized because they are not 
on the Pollce Department.”

Hick Presents| Two-Cost, 
Two-Proposal Budget 
For Works Dept. 


Council members have until this 
weekend to decide on what the 
Board of Works Budget will be this 
year. Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, 
chairman of Board of Works, has 
presented two budgets, one for 
essential services and another to 
include recommended improyements 
which the chairman felt should be 
started. The first budget will cost 
slightly less than two mills and 
the second will cost about four 
mills. 


The Board of Works budget was 
presented on Monday evening at @ 
special meeting of the Finance 
committee called to prepare various 
committee budgets for the final 
budget night, later this week 


Deputy-reeve Hick reported that 
he and C. N. Strachan, the town 
engineer, had drawn up a main- 
tenance budget which would total 
$56,628.10. He compared this 
figure with last year’s expendi- 
tures of $53,257.53. Despite the 
increase in this budget, explained 
Mr. Hick, there would be no change 
in the mill rate because the addi- 
tional amount would be offset by 
increased frontage charges which 
go into effect this year. “However,” 
he added, “this money still comes 
out of the local property owners.” 


To explain how $56,628 could be 
raised by a levy of only two mills 
Deputy-reeve Hick stated that the 
estimated revenue to the town from 
County Roads was set at $11,805; 
Department of Highways subsidy 
was estimated at $10,000; frontage 
charges will bring in $17,326; hence 
out of the general rate would come 
only $17,497.10 or slightly less than 
two mills. This proposed budget, 
he said, provided only for sucao 
esSentinls as snow-plowing, sanding, 
patching, grading, etc., and the 
usual sidewalk repairs and cleaning 
of sewers. 


Deputy-reeve Hick then turned | 


to part two of a proposed budget. 

Included in this budget would be 

the $56,628.10 for general main- 

tenance plus $11,693 for proposed 

Jobs about the town and $9,150 to 

pay for construction items to 

make a total budget of $77,471.10 
or a cost of four mills to the 
taxpayer. 

The works proposed included: 
paitning the Rainbow Bridge, $500; 
cleaning the big ditch, $800; bulld- 
ing an East Ward storm drain, 
$4,500; replacing 293 street signs,

A FAVORABLE ELECTION BUDGET ? a4 

The contents of the much-anticipated federal 
government budget are no longer a secret but they 
still provide grounds for speculation as to their effect 
on the expected 1953 election. The question being 
asked in some quarters today is: “Was it a favorable 
election budget?” This is a mighty good question 
indeed and a look at some of the budget highlights 
may provide some clues as to the correct answer. 

The cut in personal income tax will probably be 
regarded as being hardly worthy of mention by the 
average small taxpayer. Any favor which the gove- 
ernment hoped to curry by this move will surely have 
to be found among the contributors in the higher 
income tax brackets to whom 11 percent saving is of 
some significance. The reduction in cigarette tax 
is not great but will no doubt meet with approval by 
those who smoke manufactured cigarettes. However, 
this may not represent a majority of the voters be- 
cause many users of tobacco have gained no ground 
by the budget. Those who smoke a pipe, roll their 
own cigarettes, chew or use snuff failed to benefit, Lower 
corporation taxes will be looked upon with some grati- 
fication but, as one observer has put it, “corporations 
don't vote.” Elimination of the $2.50 radio license 
fee is of doubtful vote-catching yalue because many 
people have felt for years that the tax was unjustified. 
The repeal of the stamp tax on cheques is probably 
one of the better features of the budget from a stand- 
point of winning public favor and it will save almost 
everyone a few cents at one time or another. The 
general public may feel some indirect benefits from 
the repeal of the sales tax on all materials—including 
newsprint—going into the manufacture of newspapers 
and magazines. Another provision of the budget which 
will probably be endorsed widely is that which widens 
taxpayers’ exemptions for dependents’ earnings and 
children attending university. The same may be said 
of the 20 percent deduction from taxable income of 
Canadian company dividends as against the former 
ten. Some lowering of the food price index may follow 
the remoyal of the sales tax from materials used in 
producing tax-exempt food products. 

From the aforegoing it would appear that the 
people of Canada stand to benefit from the budget 
on an indirect more than a direct basis. If the major- 
ity of Canadians favor this indirect method of providing 
relief from the high cost of living, the budget will have 
been a success from an election standpoint. However, 
if they prefer the “bird-in-the-hand” type of budget 
the 1953 effort is likely to be regarded as a disappoint- 
ment.

In the light of evi- 
dence heard during the discussion concerning placing 
of meters in front of the theatres, it appeared that 
the purpose was to make more revenue for the town. 
This, of course, is in marked contrast to what people 
were led to believe the meters were designed for. When 
it was proposed to instal parking meters it was con- 
tended that they would help solve the parking problem 
mm the downtown area and earn some revenue... . 
the making of revenue being a secondary consideration. 

If parking meters are primarily designed to relieve 
the parking problem in downtown Lindsay (their ef- 
fectiveness being open to question) then it would seem 
that before the meters were placed -in any area not 
heretofore metered, the expediency of the move should 
have been judged on this basis. In addition, very 
serious consideration is required in metering any area 
lest their installation should create an unwarranted 
hazard.

In these days of international tensions and propa- 
ganda-inspired fear and hatred, it is more than ever 
Y ry that within nations there should be the 
strongest possible spirit of fraternity and mutual 
understanding. It is to encourage such a laudable 
objective that the Canadian Council of Christians and 
Jews has called on Canadians to observe Brotherhood 
Week. In the few years since this institution was 
established in this country, there has been a marked 
increase of interest in the problems of discrimination 
and prejudice and of their elimination from our society. 

In the long run, the only effective antidotes to 
these poisons are education and the enlargement of 
understanding.

THE JOKE THE COUNTY COUNCIL DIDN'T SEE 


The path of the humorist is a hard one; whenever 
he makes a joke somebody is always liable to take it 
seriously, and then there-must be explanations, and 
sometimes there is a mess to be cleared up.

Whether 
learned counsel will appear at the bar with bottles of 
pop in their hands will be, of course, a matter for 
the Bar Association to-discuss. And any pinball games 
the County Council decides to instal will have to be 
strictly honest for, after all, the year-round Midway 
aft the Court House must not provide extra work for 
the courts. 

There is a body of opinion, however, with which

architecturally interesting and characteristic of the

How Can I? 


By Anne Ashley 


Q. How can I prevent a cake 
from falling when baking, 

A. Give the cake a few bumps on 
the table Just before putting it into 
the oven, and it will not fall The 
reason for this 1s that it causes 
all the air bubbles to come to the 
top and break. 

Q. How can I remove paper that 
has become stuck to a polished wood 
surface? 

A. Put a few drops of sweet oil 
on the paper and then rub with s 
soft cloth. Finish with a good fur- 
niture polish. 

Q. How can I mend worn rugs? 

A By sewing a piece of burlep 
to the wrong side with woo] thread, 
making stitches form loops on the 
right side, afterwards clipping the 
loops the height of the nap of the 
rug. 

Q ‘How can I save work whet 
cleaning floors? 

A. By the fallewing method: 
Take a piece of 2-inch board largs 
enough to set a pail upon. Bore 
holes 1% inch from each corner and 
insert casters. The pail can then be 
pushed from place to place with the 
foot and save = great deal of un- 
necessary lifting. 

Q. How can I prepare Javelle 
water? 

A. Dissolve one pound of washing 
soda in one quart of boiling water, 
and 1-2-pound of chloride of lime 
in two quarts-of cold water. Pour 
the clear portion of the lime solu- 
tion into the soda solution and 
allow to stand for settling. Decant 
the clear liquid into bottles, cork 
tightly, and Keep in a dark place. 

Q. How can I remove grease 
spots on woolens or silks? 

A. Try using 2 little talcum pow- 
der. Rub the powder over the spots; 
then brush off with a clean, stiff 
brush after standing for a day or 
two. This method eliminates any 
danger of leaving rings, as often 
happens when applying liquid clean- 
ers.

Concern about the present dam at 
IXinmount was expressed the other 
| day in the House of Commons. Cc, 
| W. Hodgson, member for the riding 
}of which Kinmount is a part 
| brought the detertorating condition 
of the dam to the attention of 
parliament, The matter arose dur- 
ing a debate on a bill which pro- 
vides for the government of Canada 
to make grants of up to 37 1-2 per- 
cént on conservation projects. 

The House of Commons dialogue 
on this subject was recorded by 
Hansard and reads. 

Mr. Hodgson: Mr. Chairman, on 
the Burnt River at Kinmount, 
Ontario, there has been a dam 
built. I do not know how long ago 
it was built but it was there long 
before I was there. It is a timber 
dam, its piers filled with stone. Tho 


piers have become, very rotten and 
the dam js apt to go out at any 
time. I have been after the De- | 
partment of Transport, and through | 
them the Minister of Public Works, 
to rebuild that dam, but they have 
refused to do so until now. A small | 
villnge of 250 people could arrange | 
to put up $5,000 but that Is as far 
as they could possibly go, I believe 
the province is likely to come In} 
on jt from the tourist angle. Would 
the federal government be In a 
position to grant money for 37 1-2 
per cent of the cost of that project? 

Mr. Winters: I cannot say, I am 
not familiar with the project. I 
would have to see it and study it 

Mr. Hodgson: We will make you 
familiar with it,

The taste of the water from the 
Scugog River has often been a topic 
of conversation im Lindsay in years 
gone by. Now the village of Port 
Perry, which draws its drinking 
water from the Scugog Lake, has 
held a discussion regarding the 
taste of the water and one member 
of council went so far as to say that 
the water there was good only for 
boat races. 


The discussion, involving the 
price, taste and consumers, came 


| up at the February meeting of the 


village council. Dr. M. B. Dymond, 
chairman of the Water Committee, 
submitted his report which touched 
off the the debate. 


Councillors, after some consider- 
ation agreed with the suggestion 
which also included a rate of $100 
per year for the new Community 
Memorial Hospital. It was explained 
that this trial rate for the first year 
was arrived at after figuring the 40 
taps in the building and the esti- 
mated number of users. 


However, most of the time and 
thought was put on several conten- 
tious problems as to billing various 
consumers where owners, tenants 
and taps varied. The problems werp 
confirmed at the request of Clerk 
John Raines and as one councillor 
pointed out —“The tenants are com- 
paring bills.” Other comment was 
heard on the matter of water meters 
versus flat rate but no action was 
taken as council agreed the corpor- 
ation was getting the price for 


| water.

Councillor 
Hugh Santer pointed out that there 
had been complaints of bad tasting 
water and sald it could be caused 
from taking water out of hydrants, 
Council decided that in view of 
this and the fact that by. taking 
water out of hydrants in winter 
might damage them, Mr. Webster 
would rot be allowed to continue 
the service. 

Mr. Webster also took the oppor- 
tunity to inform council that he 
might take action unless the Jn- 
surance company (which sold the 
village an aceldent protection 
policy) gave him some satisfaction 
as result of a mishap his mother 
received, He claimed Mrs. Webster 
fell over an open catch-basin top 
and brok, a deg, and that the in- 
surance adjuster ignored his claim.

Charge Critics 
Misrepresent Facts 
Fluoridated Water 


Brantford, Feb. 19—BUP— Can- 
ada’s health experts charged today 
that critics of fluoridated water are 
“grossly misrepresenting” the facts. 

Representatives of the Department | 
of National Health, the Ontario 
Department of Health and the On- 
tario Dental College said at a pro- 
gress meeting on Brantford’s flu- 
oridation of water that there is no 
evidence that fluoride. has had an 
injurious effect anywhere. 

School dentist Dr. Brandley W. 
Linscott reported to’ the meeting 
last night that tooth decay has 
been reduced 41 per cent in the 
eight years Brantford has added 
the chemical to its water, and four 
times as many children have per- 
fect teeth now as did in 1944. 

Dr. A. E, Berry, Chief Sanitary 
Engineer of the Ontario Department 
of Health, said claims that fluori- 
dation increases heart disease, can- 
cer or any other ailment were “ab- 
solutely without foundation in fact.” 

He said the false charges had be- 
come so lurid that he had even 
heard stated that fluoridation was 
Communist-inspired with the in- 
tention of making citizens so upset 
that in a year or so the Communists 
would just walk in and take over. 

Berry said, “The danger of pois- 
oning does not exist. There is no 
evidence that fluoride has had an 
injurious effect anywhere, The 
results in Brantford have been mots 
encouraging.

Mill Cut 
Compromise 
is Asked 


proached by a deputation from the 
Victoria County District High 
School Board to endeavour to get 
the town fathers to reconsider a 
resolution to drop one mill from 
Lindsay's contribution to the sup- 
port of the Board. At a meeting of 
the Board on Wednesday evening, 
a five-man deputation was author- 
ized to make a compromise offer to 
Lindsay council Lindsay Council 
earlier this month passed’a resolu- 
tion to halt payment of the first 
mill towards support of the Dis- 
trict Board. According to the reso- 
lution, Lindsay will pay its share on 
the same basis as other municipali- 
ties in the District. 

Allan Currins, Ops Township rep- 
resentative on the Board, stated 
that as such he represented the 
Township “which was the cause of 
the Area being formed.” There had 
been “great hesitation” in Ops, he 
said, and there had been a “great 
deal of pressure” to get Ops to join. 
Mr. Forman, now a member of the 
Board, was instrumental, he said, 
in getting Ops to join. Mr. Currins 
then read the by-law adopted by 
Ops which made them a member of 
the Victoria County District High 
School] Area. This by-law stated that 
Ops was willing to join the area 
providing Lindsay was willing to 
assume the first mill of the area’s 
costs and pay on an equal basis 
with the rest of the municipalities 
involved. “That is an agreement,”

ties. “If they are not agreeable to 
that, go ahead and bill the town as 
before.” said Mr. Currins in mak- 
ing his suggestion inte a motion. 

Mr. Murray in seconding the 
motion by Mr. Ourrins, recalled 
that when the first committee pro- 
moting the High Schoo] Area visited 
Woodville in 1950, the one mill con- 
tribution from Lindsay had been in- 
troduced to bring in the outside 
municipalities. “The town of Lind- 
say,” he maintained, “benefits five 
per cent when other rural municl- 
palities enter the area.” 

“Can we decide on this?” asked Mr. 
Brown, “Is it not a matter for the 
County Council?”

support the new area. Mr. McFad- 
den said that he did not know 
whether this agreement was per- 
manent or of a temporary nature. 

“Possibly,” Mr. McFadden con- 
tinued, “this situation and resolu- 
tion have developed in Lindsay out 
of strictly financial pressure.” He 
noted that Lindsay had been forc- 
ed to accept an increase of $900,000 
in its equalized assessment which, 
he said, would mean that Lindsay 
would be paying a larger share of 
the county’s expenses. He noted 
that the town was also paying for 
four two-room additions to public 
Schools, tremendous costs in build- 
ings services for new houses and, 
lately, had been asked for increas- 
es of As much as $500 for police and 
firemen, Those were some of the 
Problems facing the town, said Mr. 
McFadden and concluded by stating 
that it was not his opinion that 
one municipality was’ “after” an- 
other. 

Mr. Currins stated that he had 
found that the combined’ assess- 
ment of Ops and Mariposa was equal 
to Lindsay's, yet only 174 high 
school students lived in these two 
townships, compared to 300 from 
Lindsay. 

Mr. Deyell suggested that the mo- 
tion give a special committee auth- 
ority to meet the Lindsay council 
with Mr, Ourrins’ proposal. After 
considerable , discussion, this sug- 
gestion was accepted and a commit- 
tee of five was authorized to meet 
the Lindsay council to offer to ac- 
cept the first mill, based on 1950 
equalized assessment.

Trouble With Law Outcome 


Four pleas of guilty were taken 
from a former Mount Horeb man 
for offences committed nearly one 
year ago. The 26-year-old accused 
who admitted leaving his four- 
months-old daughter with his land- 
lord while he made a transcontin- 
ental tour, pleaded guilty to tak- 
ing a car without owner's consent 
and three charges of false pretens- 
es, The accused had been returned 
from Nelson, B. C., to stand trial 
in Lindsay, 

A Mount Horeb resident told the 
Court that he had first met the 
accused in the spring of 1952. One 
day, he said, the accused complain- 
ed that his landlord was molesting 
his wife and he wished to secure 
other accommodation. The witness 
stated that he moved the accused, 
his wife and four-month-old dau- 
ghter to his farm home to live. One 
week later, on May 5th, he told the 
Court, he returned from the fields 
to find that his 1935 model car, the 
accused and his wife had left, leav- 
ing the baby with the witness and 
his wife. The car, he said, was 
found months later in British Col- 
umbia but he had not yet been paid 
for the vehicle nor had it been re- 
ceived back in Ontario. 

The accused, at this point, offer- 
ed his apologies to the owner of 
the car, stating that he was ash- 
amed of his actions and would 
undertake to pay the witness $300 
for his car. 

Cpl. Ken Denniss, of the Lindsay 
Detachment of the O. P. P., told 
the Court that he had issued a 
warrant circular throughout the 
province and to the R.CMP. On 
August 6th, he said the accused was 
sentenced to 15 days in Regina and 
later taken to Nelson, B.C., where 
he served more time in the reform- 


atory there. He also told the Court 
the location of the car where it 
had been left in storage by the 
accused. He added that the garage 
which now held the car had report- 
ed the vehicle to be not worth re- 
turning across the prairies. 

The accused claimed that the 
vehicle needed only about $35 worth 
of repairs to be put back in good 
running order. His Worship, Dep- 
uty-Magistrate R. I, Moore, Q.C., 
observed that a 1935 model car was 
not going to stand too many trips 
across the continent. The accused 
added, for the Court's information, 
that he and his wife had been hitch- 
hiking back to Ontarlo when he 
was taken into custody. 

All three charges of false pre- 
tenses against the accused involved 
cheques in the amount of $10. On 
May 5th, the accused, admitted, he 
had passed such a cheque in a 
Bobcaygeon service station, receiv- 
ing $2 worth of gasoline and $8 in 
cash. His Worship commented that 
it was unusual for a former police- 
man, who accepted the cheque, to 
be fooled by a bad cheque. 

The accused also admitted pass- 
ing a $10 cheque in Kinmount on 
May 6th, receiving $3 worth of 
gasoline’and $7 in cash. 

He also admitted passing a $10 
cheque in Sharbot Lake, 99 miles 
east of Peterborough, on the same 
day, receiving $1 worth of gasoline 
and $9 in cash. 

The accused was remanded one 
week for sentence. 

He made no explanation as to why 
he should have made such a trip 
to the west coast except to hint 
that his troubles had been caused 
by excessive drinking. He added 
that his wife had just given birth 
to another child since his arrest.

Notes of interest to fishermen 
feature this week's report from 
the Trent District Forester, Dept. 
of Lands and Forests. Here is his 
report; 

Fish Applications: 

Anyone may make application for 
fish to be planted in public waters 
and all interested parties are re- 
minded that the deadline is near 
for receipt of completed applica- 
tion forms to be honoured by the 
Department in 1953. Fish applica- 
tion forms can be obtained from the 
District Office at Lindsay or from 
local Conservation Officers. 

Due to an unfortunate accident 
at the Wiarton Hatchery last 
Spring, fey lake trout were planted 
in Haliburton County during 1952. 
Accordingly, all lake trout applica- 
tions haye been carried forward for 
attention in 1953. New application 
forms are not required. It is ex- 
pected that a normal lake trout 
distribution will again be possible 
this year. 

Few speckled trout were avail- 
able for distribution in Northumb- 
erland and Durham Counties dur- 
ing 1952 as the Codrington Trout 
Hatchery was and still is in a state 
of being rebuilt. Until further notice, 
no further applications for speck- 
led trout to be planted in the wat- 
ers of Northumberland and Dur- 
ham are required. 

“The general public will always 
have the right to apply for fish to 
be planted in the public waters of 
Ontario but the time to take stock 
of such a situation has now arrived. 
All applications received during 
the past few years are on file at 
the District Office in Lindsay. The

pretty much a duplication of the 
year previous and each year many 
new and duplicate applications are 
received for the same lakes and ~ 
streams. A complete planting re- 
cord of every water area in the 
District is.on file at the Lindsay 
Office and each year’s planting re- 
cord is prepared for publication as 
soon as the releyant information is 
available. The amount of hatchery 
stock ayailable for distribution is 
always limited and is planted at 
the diseretion of Departmental per- 
sonnel in such areas and quantities 
as required. In most cases, no fur- 
ther applications are necessary. 
Some agencies, particularly 
County and Township Councils and 
some Fish and Game Associations, 
have already questioned the prac- 
tice of filling qut fish application 
forms each year.

(Continued From Fage 1) 
put added that this drop in rates 
had never come about. 

Ald. Breese commented that the 
town had been very fortunate, pos- 
sibly through the vigilance of the 
Fire Department, in that there 
had been no serious fires such as 
those in other towns. 

Total proposed salaries of the Fire 
Department was $22,310 or about 
$1,500 higher than last year's bud- 
get. 

Tm later discussion of the budget 
for the Fire Department, Chief 
Wylie, in a letter, recommended 
the purchase of a 75-foot aerial 
Jadder truck and an East Ward 
Fire Station. The Chief's letter 
pointed out that the town now had 
only 45-foot ladders which were 
too short for the Kent Streeb 
buildings and the schools. Such 
equipment would cost about $35,000. 
The Chief, in asking for an East 
Ward Fire Station, drew council's 
attention to the number of new 
frame buildings in the East Ward 
and the amount of industrial 
installations. He also pointed out 
that there was a bridge which had 
to be crossed on every East Ward 
jun. He added that no extra per- 
sonnel or equipment would be need- 
ed for such e station. 

Council members, with a mini- 
mum of discussion, did not make 
any move to procure the truck or 
build the fire station. Ald. Maidens 
wondered if the Lindsay business- 
men, whose premises were too tall 
for the Lindsay ladders, would buy 
an aerial truck. 

No action was taken regarding 
the Chief’s request for a fire car. 
Ald. Baker stated that the Chief 
was using his car considerably on 
inspection and he added that he did 
not think that the Chief should be 
required to use his own car on town 
‘business. 

Ald. Harrigan suggested that the 
Chief walk. 

Reeve Butler felt that some cun- 
sideration should be given the Chief 
for transportation. Deputy-Reeve 
Hick agreed and said that an 
allowance should be made.

Writer Recalls 


When Mail 


Was Carried On Horseback 


Many of the smaller communi- 
ties scattered throughout Victoria 
County have an interesting back- 
ground. James Flett, reminiscing in 
the Fenelon Falls Gazette, gives an 
excellent account of the ‘early days 
at Bury’s Green, a community 
which sprang up not far from 
Fenelon Falls. 

Bury’s Green Post Office writes 
Mr, Flett, was established 1862 with 
John Fell, Postmaster. The mail 
was carried on horseback once a 
week from the road between Bob- 
caygeon and Minden, known 
travelled road in 
all settled with a telegraph Nne 
which was taken down nearly 50 
years ago. There was a stage be- 
tween these place, and two post 
offices between Bobcaygeon and 
Kinmount, Silver Lake and Union 
Greek, also five places where you 
could get refreshments on the way. 
A paved highway is much travelled 
ever this part but the settlers have 
nearly all gone and the land is 
vacant 

After the Victoria and Haliburton 
road began operation about 1870, 
the mail was carried from Fell’s 
Station and had twice a week ser- 
vice and continued till rural mail 
came. John Fell was postmaster and 
the mail was carried from 1862 until 
1901 with Robert Ellis holding it for 
3 years, 1875 to 1878 with Yeoman 
Smith and Geo. Brook carrying 
on until the rural mail came in 
1911. Sam Corbett was a mail carrier 
for 4 years. The present carrier, 
Melvin Sheehey, has been on the 
job for nearly 30 years. 

Bury’s Green at one time had 2 
dwelling houses blacksmith shop, 
and carpenter. Robert Ellis was the 
t blacksmith just out from 
Zland, and was followed by David 
Lee, and then by Alex Connel, who 
came from Keene about 1890, and 
they all had a good business. The 
carpenter shop was built by John 
Howie, who framed many of the 


barns and houses of that day. The 
following lived in the homes: Robt. 
Ellis, David Lee, John Howie, Wm. 
Prior. agent, formerly of Oakwood, 
Mr. and Mrs. James Walker and 
daughters, Betsy and Janet, who 
had lived for some time at Cameron, 
also at Minden where he was police 
magistrate, Mr. and Mrs. Taggarts, 
Mr..and)Mrs.--John Armstrong.of 
Peterboro, There was a store oper- 
ated by the Walker, in these times; 
pe houses are all gone. 

The Fells came from Yorkshire 
{mn England and Bury’s Green was 
supposed to have been named from 
there. This was about the middle 
of the last century and they were 
ship-wrecked on the way ouf and 
were about ten weeks on the ocean 
After living for some time near 
Bethany they moved to Somerville 
where John Abbot obtained land 
and farmed and went into the lum- 
bering business, givin employment 
to men: it was a place where many 
of the new arrivals found a home. 
The house has been wrecked and

Fell settled a mile north of Fell’s 
Station and was there when the 
railroad was built, and it went 
between the house and the barn.

The Motel, he said, would | 
fill a great need in this district, | 
particularly in the Ught of the) 
‘number of tourists who annually | 
visit Lindsay, Besides, he added, | 
Lindsay was now “keeping up with | 
the Jones's” by having a motel as | 
other towns and cities now had. He | 
remarked that in this day and age, 
nearly everyone {s granted an an- 
nual vacation and nearly everyone 
travels while on vacations. Thus, 
he pointed out, hotel and other | 
tourist accommodation had become | 
taxed to overflowing and any re- 
lief such as the Water Wheel Motel 
was certainly welcomed. Mr, Frost

The 
Water Wheel boasts a breakfast 
room and a public lounge for the 
convenience of guests. Mr. Hinton 
reports that very few motels provide 
such accommodation but added that 
he and his staff built the Water 
Whee] with the intention of cap- 
turing the eye of the commercial 
travellers who travel through this 
district and it was with these men 
in mind that the breakfast room and 
lounge was installed.

Many Underweights Need 

Blood Pressure Raised 
Now that it is generally known | 
that high blood pressure Is the 
cause of heart strokes (coronary 
thrombosis) and brain strokes 
(apoplexy), if a physician tells his | 
middle-aged patient that his blood 
pressure is low, in fact a, low as 
that of a young man of 21, the-pa~ 
tlent js proud and happy as he feels 
that he is not likely to have a heart 
or brain stroke. What he does not 
realize is that while it is not as 
dangerous from the standpoint of 


| lite and death to have low blood 


pressure, low blood pressure is nob 
really an asset, it 1s a ability. 
Most individuals with low blood 
pressure are not rugged, are under- 
weight, do not stand up to ordinary 
physical work, and are poor risks 
surgically. ¥ 
In Proceedings of the Society of 
Biology and Medicine, Drs. Tom. 
D. Spies and Robert E. Stone of 
(Birmingham, Ala.) state that, 
after-twelve years experience in a 
large nutrition clinic, they found 
that, in general (some exceptions) 
in, persons with nutritive failure 
(undernourishment), blood pressure 


| is below normal and that it rises 


slowly as nutritive failure is cor- 
rected. Even in patients with high 
blood pressure and nutritive failure, 
blood pressure tends to increase 
slightly when nutrition is improved. 

To determine the effect of D.C’A. 
(Desoxycorticosterone acetate) on 
blood pressure, Drs. Spies and Stone 
selected for study three persons 
who had been obsurved many years 
and who had every evidence of 
proper or normal heart and blood- 
vessels, except that blood pressure 
was below normal 

After four days observation to de- 
termine the norm or normal con- 
dition of heart and blood-vessels, 
D.C.A. was injected into the muscles 
daily and a series of blood pressure 
readings were taken as before. The 
first day each patient was given 5 
mg., the second day one was given 
|5 mg. and two were given 20 mg. 
and the third day one was gi 10 
mg., and two were given 20 me. 
each. After giving D.C.A. to these 
three persons with nutritive failure 
and low blood pressure, blood pres- 
sure readings and body weight 
promptly increased. When D.C.A. 
was -discontinued, blood pressure 
readings promptly returned to their 
normal. 

The thought then is that when 
there is underweight and low pres- 
sure, it would be well to try to 
acquire an increase in weight as 
this would help to raise the blood 
pressure. Naturally a poorly nour- 
ished underweight individual, 
though perhaps safer from brain 
and heart strokes, than normal or 
overweights, nevertheless has less 
strength, less “fight” in him.

Tonsil, Should Not Be Removed 
Just Before The Polio Season 
As parents read health articles 


| written by reputable physicians, 


they naturally cannot understand 
how one physician or group of 
physicians will make a statement 
this 1, flatly contradicted by an- 
other group of equal standing. Some 
of this can be explained by the 
fact that perhaps all the circum- 
stances surrounding the investigat- 
jons are not on an equal basis. 

I have in mind the question of 
whether it is advisable to have a 
child undergo removal of tonsils 
within a month or six weeks of the 
polio (infantile paralysis) season. 
We see reports stating that the 
number of cases of the bulbar 
(most paralyzing) case; is definitely 
larger after a recent tonsillectomy 
(removal of tonsils) and other 
reports with facts and figures stat- 
ing that the number of such cases 
in proportion to number of tonsil 
removal, is not any greater, 

Thus in the Year Book of Pe- 
diatrics (children’s diseases) of 
1950, we read the statement that 
“taken objectively, the facts do >ot 
prove that tonsillectomy predis- 
poses to poliomyelitis” In the 1951 
Year Book of Pediatrics we read, 
“the relationship between removal 
of tonsils (and adenoids) and the 
increased incidence (number of 
cases of polio) seems to have be- 
come more clearly defined.” Re- 
cently a review of the data from 
| New York City Health Department 
by Drs. M. Siegel. M. Greenberg and 
M. C. Magee show the relation be- 
tween tonsillectomy and bulbar 
paralysi, form of polio. 

The evidence clearly indicates 
that physicians and public health 
officers should continue to dis- 
courae removal of tonsils ana 
adenoids during the poliomyelitis 
Season despite pressure to relax this 
Prohibition against operation at the 
pre-polio season. 

As a sort of “clincher” of the fact 
that this paralyzing type of polio 
shows more of the bulbar type 
courage removal of tonsils and 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, which distributes the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually collected to prevent polio 
of all types. has accepted the fact 
that removal of tonsils and aden- 
gids should not be done just prior 
to the polio season. 

As a matter of fact, many sur- 
geons state that no surgical 
operations that can be safely post- 
poned should be performed at this 
time. 

There are; of course, some oper- 
ations, including removal of tonsils, 


of the polio season. The polio sea- 
son, August and September, is many 
months off yet but parents should 
keep these fact, in mind. é

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In Home Lighting, Illumination 
Needed, Not Decorative Effects 


In these days when plenty of 
light {s available for all necessary 
purposes, it would seem that there 
js little we need to learn about 
lighting the home. However, some 
simple but valuable advice ls given 
by Edward K. Kraybill, of the Duke 
University electrical engineering 
department, in the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Information. 

“Home planners too often make 
a backward approach to the prob- 
Jem of good lighting. Architects and 
interlor decorators frequently think 
Of good lighting in terms of de- 
corative effects rather than good 
illumination” 

Thus instead of considering the 
the decorative effect first, they 
should work out the details of 
appropriate decoration after they 
have obtained the utmost in good 
iumination. 

“Cutting out extreme contrasts of 
light and darkness is the keynote 
of good illumination. Eyestrain is 
often brought on by improper bal- 
ance of lighting.” 


jons from this high authority on 
light of this renowned research 
university? 

1. Avoid excessively dark walls, 
floors, and furniture which soak 
up light and cause harsh contrasts 
in lighting. Use light-colored, semi- 
transparent lampshades. a 

2. Plan for even distribution of 
lighting. Avoid dark corners. A 
person reading by a floor lamp in 
@ semi-cark room will often tum 
the light down to its lowest level, 
not because light 1, too bright but 
because it seems to glare in con- 
trast to the rest of the room. Nat- 
urally this brings on eye fatigue. 

3. Avoid spotlights. many modern 
lamps concentrate light in a small 
area. Unless used for highlighting 
2 piece of furniture, they are the 
poorest kind you can have. They 
should never be used to provide 
reading light over beds, chairs, or 
desks. . 

4. Use floor lamps to supplement 
the general illumination of a room. 
Fluorescent lamps should be used 
with daylight or other general il- 
Tumination. 

5. Don’t waste light. Most kitchens 
have Jights in the center of the 
ceiling so best light shines down on 
the floor where it is not needed. A 
ceiling light is valuable for general 
illumination, but other lights should 
be over “work” "places, such as sink, 
stove and counters. 

I am quoting these suggestions 
because most of us may be following 
the architect and interior decorator 
in their distribution of light to ob- 
tain decorative effect rather than 
good illumination.
